NICARAGUAN JOURNALIST CHAMORRO INTERVIEWED IN ARGENTINA 
PY232029 Buenos Aires LA PRENSA in Spanish 20 Oct 81 p 6 
[Article by Baltasar de Rosa] 


[Excerpts] The Nicaraguan daily LA PRENSA for many decades struggled against 
Anastasio Somoza's dictatorship. Its editor, Pedro Chamorro, paid for this with 
his life. During its last days the regime set fire to and destroyed the 
premises of the newspaper. 


What does LA PRENSA support which bothers some people? Pedro Joaquin Chamorro, 
son of the murdered journalist answered: 'We defend the right to inform the 
people on what is going on with every detail." 


Chamorro and his mother Violeta, a former member of the Nicaraguan government 
junta, are visiting our country after participating in the Inter-American Press 
Association (IAPA) meeting in Rio de Janeiro. 


During an interview granted to this daily, Pedro Chamorro expanded on statements 
made in Rio regarding the media's situation in his country and especially the 
situation of the newspaper owned by his family, which is managed by his uncle 

at present. 


He said that "the government, even disregarding ideologies, does not like us 
publishing opinions which differ from those officially approved and promoted 
by the media sector which is loyal to it." 


Chamorro said that "it does not like criticism or commentaries on issues which 
it considers delicate, such as the economic problem, for example. It does not 
allow criticism of cases of mismanagement." 


According to Chamorro the "revolution" is above all as a supreme value, thus 
acquiring special, magic and marvelous shapes. "Those who do not understand 
that special magic will have to face the reaction of those people." 


He stated that "supposedly a revolution is a process of changes aimed at social 
development. If this is what revolutions are about, I do not like them." 














According to Chamorro, the Nicaraguan government rejects all criticism as a 
"confrontation" and desires the entire media to follow an "orientation" in its 
favor. ‘But LA PRENSA is independent and loyal to its opposition to 
totalitarism," he added. 


He pointed out that in Nicaragua the two television stations, 90 percent of the 
radio stations and two-thirds of the newspapers directly or indirectly toe the 
Sandinist line. Chamorro stated: "However, the government draws our attention 
to it if we omit publishing any official information." 


According to Chamorro's description, the most outstanding characteristics of the 
current process in his country are the lack of separation between the army, 
party and state (whose leadership is exercised by the same person), the lack of 


political pluralism, the concept of elitism in society, and the lack of a true 
nonalignment. 


But Chamorro says that these characteristics were obvious from the very first 
day the new government took power. He noted: "I am proud to have been the 
first one who criticized this process but this does not mean that I have not 
praised its good deeds." 


He noted that the government does not fear the Somoza movement as much as 
imperialism or the return of the bourgeoisie. But he added: "They are 
wrong in believing this since the opposition is not identified by classes 
but by political issues and it also includes those who struggled in support 
of the Sandinist front." 


He admitted, however, that the reappearance of the old Somoza national guard 
is still a danger and that according to government officials it has the support 
of Honduras, Guatemala, El Salvador and even Argentina. 


Chamorro believes that more than anything else these activities against the 
government pose a threat to Nicaraguan democrats. He noted: "The Sandinist 
government has warned that the heads of those who criticize the government 
will roll as soon as a foreign invasion is detected, And I may be at the top 
of that list." 


According to Chamorro the United States was "very patient" with Nicaragua 
in view of the verbal attacks issued by Nicaraguan leaders. But he added: 
"Bilateral relations deteriorated after charges were issued that Nicaragua 
was allegedly supplying arms to Salvadorn guerrillas, and there has been no 
evidence on this." 


He added that at the United National Nicaragua had not voted in keeping its 
status as a nonaligned country and that it maintained fluent relations 
with socialist countries. 


Chamorro said: "There is an important technical cooperation program with 
Cuba. Sandinist leaders have traveled throughout the Soviet bloc requesting 
aid, particularly to help an economy that is not doing well, and a negative 
balance of payments." 




















"The economy cannot improve because the business sectors do not invest. Money 

is what is most scarce. Our newspaper is one of the few enterprises which *as 
undertaken its reconstruction seriously. We have gotten our offset rotary working 
again and are building new premises.” 


Chamorro pointed out: "It is clear that our purpose is not to make money, we 
value other things. LA PRENSA is what is ieft of pluralism in Nicaragua." 


"The current leaders claim to represent the people because they won the 
revolution and undoubtedly are capable of getting the people's support. But 
they do not admit any competition," he pointed out. 


"Their declared purpose is to improve the people's situation and for that they 
justify any means, including the wrong one chosen which will not yield the 
results they expect." 


"Their tool is the complete politization of society and the achievement of 
massive support. One of the mottos promoted by the government which we have 
criticized most says: ‘National directorate, give your orders.' But only 
slaves ask to be ordered," stated Chamorro.

FSLN YOUTH OFFICIAL ON REGIONAL SOLIDARITY EVENTS

[Text] The revolutionary youth of Central America and Panama have been expressing 
their solidarity with our process and remain in a state of alert in the face of any 
intervention by Yankee imperialism in Sandino's land. The youth organizations in 
Central America and Panama have held several events of solidarity with our people's 
revolutionary cause. Through these events they have repudiated Yankee imperialism's 
militaristic actions, as represented by the recent hawk view maneuvers. 





The Central American students have declared themselves in a state of alert against 
any armed intervention in Sandino's land and against any effort to neutralize the 
-iberation movement currently underway in El Salvador. The above was announced by 
companero Fabio Tablada Vanegas, who is in charge of the Sandinist youth movement's 
international solidarity department and is a delegate to the CNSP [Nicaraguan Com- 
mittee of Solidarity with the Peoples].

A similar event was held in Costa Rica, where Costa Rican youth held a political 
event at the National University of that fraternal country to repudiate the hawk 
view maneuvers.

INTERNATIONAL DEMOCRATIC FORUM HELD IN COSTA PICA 
Nicaraguan Situation Discussed

[Text] An international democratic forum on the Nicaraguan revolution was held in 
San Jose, Costa Rica, during the past 3 days with the participation of Central 
American delegations and political leaders of the social democratic and liberal 
parties. The Nicaraguan democratic organizations exchanged views and analyzed 
Nicaraguan democratic organizations exchanged views and anlayzed Nicaragua's inter- 
nal situation. They also discussed general matters concerning the government and 
influence of the revolutionary process on the country's political, cultural, social 
and economic life. 


The following resolutions were approved during the international democratic forum: 
to recommend the establishment of the international democratic forum with the 
participation of representative sectors which opposed the Somoza regime and which 
should be representative of the people's free will; respect for human rights of all 
Nicaraguans; free elections as soon as possible, in order to establish a genuinelly 
democratic government that will guarantee peace, freedom and justice. Finally, it 
was agreed to continue holding these forums.

[Text] One of the main conclusions reached at the regional forum on Nicaragua, 
which enede last night in San Jose, Costa Rica, was that the process of changes 

that is taking place in Nicaragua is neither an isolated nor a local phenomenon, but 
an action which involves Central America's democratic interests. 


The forum, which was attended by representatives of the region's democratic parties, 
is the first of its kind, since for the first time democratic parties with different 
ideologies, agree on the need to establish democracy in the region. 


Also present were labor leaders of independent and democratic views, of national 
and regional organizations. 




















The participants in the forum at all times showed special interest in the Nicaraguan 
situation which was discussed by the Nicaraguan delegates. 


The participants in the forum said that it has been very positive because it allowed 
them a deeper knowledge of the Nicaraguan situation and particularly of the most 
recent developments. 


One of the speeches to which they were the most attentive was the one by Alfonso 
Robelo, of the Nicaraguan Democratic Movement, MDN, who at the end called for a 
Central American Democratic unity. 


One of the most interesting moments of the forum was the discussion referring to 
the ideological leadership of the Nicaraguan Revolution. They mentioned a speech 
by Commander Humberto Ortega in which he says that Sandinism is moving alongside 
Marxism-Leninism. 


"We are extremely worried by this clear statement by Commander Ortega, because in 
Costa Rica we always thought of Sandino as a nationalist and not as a Marxist- 
Leninist,'' Alfonso Carro Zuniga, of the National Liberation Party of Costa Rica 
and former president of legislative assembly, said. ) 


Toward the end of the forum several delegates said that this meeting was the first 
step toward the establishment of a Central American Democratic Front, which would 
offer the suffering people a political alternative in overcoming poverty and oppres- 
sion so that they do not fall for a totalitarian system. 


They also agreed that in the same manner that this first forum had dealt primarily 
with Nicaragua, other forms will be held in the near future to discuss and learn 
more about the needs of other countries of the region. 


Observers from Venezuelan political organizations and from aid institutions and 
development funds were also present.

PROTOCOL WITH MEXICO--Nicaragua and Mexico will participate in a project aimed at 
boosting food production in this country. The general board of the national evalua- 
tion system of the Mexican presidency reported in Mexico City today that represen- 
tatives of the two government signed the initial protocol for the creation of a 
mixed company based on experiences gathered from the Mexican nutrition system. 
Nicaragua will benefit from the establishment of this firm because it will help 
increase the production of basic food for its people and will help produce an 
excess for export, Mexican sources reported. The amount of the investment involved 
have not been determined yet, the sources added, but it has been established that 
Mexico will furnish 49 percent of the capital and Nicaragua will hold the rest of 
the shares thereby controlling the enterprise.

THAI FOREIGN MINISTER SiGNS AGREEMENT, DEPARTS 
PY281435 Buenos Aires LA PRENSA in Spanish 22 Oct 81 p 5 


[Excerpts] The Thai foreign minister, airforce Marshall Sitthi Sawetsila, departed 
yesterday for Chile, where he will visit before returning to his own country. Ar- 
gentine Foreign Minister Oscar Camilion had said good bye to the Thai foreign min- 
ister at the hotel in which the latter was lodged. 


During his. stay in this capital, the government's guest talked with President 
Roberto Viola, with Commerce Minister Carlos Garcia Martinez and he also held work 
meetings with Camilion and other San Martin palace officials. He also signed a 
scientific and technological cooperation agreement. 


He also gave a lecture entitled: "Thailand and the Situation in Southeast Asia" 
at the Argentine Council of International Relations. The night-before last he 
gave a reception for Camilion and decorated him in the name of his government. 





The document that the two foreign ministers signed states that the two countries 
will promote, in accordance with their respective laws and regulations, reciprocal 
scientific and technical cooperation, through which they will exchange information 
pertaining to those sectors and they will exchange technical personnel in order 

to transfer knowledge and experience, plans, projects or any other type of scientif- 
ic and technical cooperation. 


The implementation of these activities and the details of each of the programs 

that are to be undertaken will be subject to specific agreements implemented through 
diplomatic channels, including the participation of private organizations or insti- 
tutions of the two countries and that of a third country when the two nations deem 
it necessary. 


The expense for sending personnel, equipment and materiel will be undertaken by the 
sending country, while local expenses will be undertaken by the other. 


It is made clear that the personal effects of those who reside in one or another 
country will be reciprocally exempt from paying customs tariffs and it is establish- 
ed that the two foreign ministries will be the organizations charged with the 
implementation of the agreement that has been signed, in addition to creating a 

joint committee that will meet twice a year and special work groups for studying 
problems that have been determined by the parties. The agreement will go into effect 
as soon as the two countries have notified each other in writing and it will be ex- 
tended every 5 years, unless one of the parties decides not to with a l-year prior 
notification.

PRESIDENT OUTLINES 3-YEAR GOVERNMENT PLAN 
PY 222132 La Paz Radio Illimani Network in Spanish 1130 GMT 22 Oct 81 


[Text] The 3-year government plan implemented as of today is comprised of 

10 chapters which include: foreign policy, domestic policy, military policy 
and the role of the armed forces, institutional policy of the Bolivian police 
force, economic policy, sectorial policy, social policy, cultural policy, 
regional policy and subregional integration policy. 


The plan which was extensively outlined by the president during his speech 
delivered last night was released to the media later on. 


Due to its importance we will refer to the economic policy chapter which 
establishes: 


State finances: 


A. To substantially broaden the tax base by including all urban and rural sectors 
which do not pay taxes in the revenue system, based on principles of equity and 
universality regarding contributiv. capacity and in applying tax laws. 


B, Drastically reduce tax evasion in the private and public sector through a 
radical improvement of the control system, and by eliminating franchises, 
exemptions and privileges. 


C. Rationalize and update the systems for tax collection and control, eliminate 
corruption at the administrative level. 


D. Turn the specific taxes into ad valorem taxes in order to make them 
simultaneously flexible according to the increase of prices. 


E. Reorganize the customs policy so that it will be preferably aimed at the 
following objectives: 1. [word indistinct] substitution of imports; 2. penaliza- 
tion of the import of luxury and nonessential goods; 3. encourage exports, 
especially nontraditional goods; 4. subject the national industry to competition 
by reducing customs duties in order to channel industry to produce goods with 
comparative advantages.

F, Order the implementation of a new budget policy which should be obligatory 
and realistic so that government expenditures should strictly adjust to the 
available financial means. The income policy should be based on an equitable 
distribution of government expenditures and the expenditure policy will be 
aimed at maintaining employment and will be equitably channeled according to 
the economic sectors and the geographic areas, 


G. Rationalize public investments aimed at priority projects which will yield 
results in a short term, which will be highly profitable and favorable for the 
country regarding production, jobs, and in generating foreign currency. 

H. Do away with subsidies and unreal prices, 


I, Balance the budget and do away with the Central Bank's financial deficit. 


J. Renegotiate the foreign debt in terms and conditions compatible with the 
country's situation, 


Financial policy: 


A. Encourage foreign investments through a new realistic and objective invest- 
ments law provided with simple rules, clearly established and easily applied. 


B. Reorient domestic investment to direct it preferably toward increasing the 
value of domestic production. 


C. Establish a centralized and strict control mechanism of the foreign debt; 
channel those resources exclusively for investment purposes and preferably in 
projects which will yield results in a short term. 


D. Order the full functioning of the stock market. 


E, Create an economic-financial stabilization council as the main tool for 
the control and continuation of the economic reactivation process. 


Monetary policy: 

A. Establish a realistic exchange policy based on the market behavior. 

B, Use the monetary tools of legal reserve, selective rediscount and bank 
interest rates so that it will tend to maintain aggregate demand at levels 
compatible with the offer of goods and services. 

Productive sector policy: 

Due to the financial and institutional weakness of the public sector which 
constitutes a limiting factor and which has its impact on the development of 


new investments it has been decided to: 


A. Restructure the public business sector through the expansion of the private 
sector. 
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B. Rationalize jobs and salaries in the public sector seeking an increase 
of production and reduction of costs. 


C. Promote the participation of the private sector in state-owned enterprises 
as well as their possible ownership. 


D. Reduce the state's participation in future productive activities. 
E. Transfer or allow the participation of the private sector in those productive 
projects currently underway which would be advisable due to the aforementioned 


financial and institutional weakness of the public sector. 


F., Establish a new compensatory regime of rights and concessions for the exploita- 
tion of natural resources both for the public and private sector enterprises. 


G. Eliminate the Central Bank's endorsement system for the acquirement of loans 
for the private sector and a substantial reduction of similar endorsements to 
the public sector up to its complete elimination. 

H,. Eliminate the transfer of capital granted by the Central Bank to private 
enterprises as well as suppress subsidies and aid to the public sector in 
general. 

I. Approve the law which will promote the export of nontraditional goods which 
are carried out under the warrant system and other types of financing systems, 
avoiding all types of subsidies by the state, 


J. Create the institute for foreign trade.

GOVERNMENT'S RIGHTS VIOLATIONS CITED

[Text] La Paz, 18 Oct (AFP)--An open letter published here today and addressed to 
Bolivian President Gen Celso Torrelio Villa by this city's permanent human rights 
assembly indicates that his government even today continues to violate basic 
freedom, which is guaranteed by the constitution. 





The letter states that these violations will be verified by a delegation from the 
UN Human Rights Commission. This delegation is expected to arrive in the country 
next Tuesday. 


The letter warns that its assertions are backed up by concrete facts, such as the 
ban on labor and professional activities; the violation of university autonomy; 
and the house raids, detentions, kidnappings and murders. 


In this respect, it recalls that during the past few days Special Security Service 
(SES) agents cold-bloodedly killed driver Felix Filberto Ribera and that on a 
previous occasion miners Humberto Victoria and Julio Cossio also lost their lives. 


It adds that labor leaders are persecuted just because they sign declarations and 
it cites the case of Guido Arce, a leader of the Santa Cruz Department labor central, 
who was detained and is now missing. 


The La Paz Human Rights Assembly also refers to recent statements made by Education 
Minister Col Juan Vera Antezana, who directly threatened any teacher who dares to 
sign a declaration. 


It also notes that university students are severely controlled, threatened and in 
many cases arrested for reasons that would never be considered criminal by govern- 
ments that respect legal order. 


It stresses that the continuing curfew, the enforcement of the state radio network, 
the impounding of equipment belonging to radio stations of the mining sector and 
the threats against the media must be added to the above mentioned. 


The assembly reminds Torrelio that in one of his first speeches he promised to 
govern with the law in his hands, and then indicates that this promise is not being 
carried out, although there is still the hope that his words will cause a change 

in the situation that has been reigning in the country since the 17 July 1980 coup.

MONETARY GROWTH, RESERVES--The Central Bank has released its i980 annual state- 
ment which indicates that the monetary growth during that year amounted to 

68.6 percent, the equivalent to 6,470,900,000 Bolivian pesos. This growth was 
influenced by the distortions caused by the private and public sectors. 

During the same year there was also a contraction of the monetary reserves, 
they decreased by 428 million Bolivian pesos to 3,142,000,000 Bolivian pesos. 
This decrease in the reserves was due to the payments that had to be made to

[Text] While dozens of ships crisscross the cceans and teletype machines in the 
principal capitals of the globe announce the conclusion of new commercial transac- 
tions, a veritable swarm of officials and experts arises each morning, has break- 
fast and reads the most important newspapers before entering the complex world of 
international uarkets. 


The tireless work of these men is absorbing and meticulous, because modern-day 
trade is much more than buying and selling. One needs a very fine nose, extreme 
tact and complete mastery of a vast flow of technical information. One must fcre- 
see and evaluate ad infinitum because as time passes, the simplest step taken in 
this business has become as professional an act as building an impressive bridge 
or rooting out the innermost secrets of nature. 


These are the presupposed practices of our time. They enable us to cross geo- 
graphic distances and language barriers so that goods purchased in the most dis- 
similar nations will arrive at their destination on time and so that shipments 

of products sold to other countries will complete their export route successfully. 
However, in the best of cases, this is already a fact.

Any stroller on La Rampa in Havana and happens to glance up at the two rec- 
tangular buildings rising above the sea wall where Calle 23 ends -- or begins -- 
will be looking at, however unwittingly, the heart of Cuban commercial operations. 
For many years, this has been the home of the Ministry of Foreign Trade, 18 import- 
export firms and other offices where over 3,500 employees work. 


The vast network which Cuban foreign trade has constructed around the world starts 
here and extends over four continents. Cuba now trades with over 100 countries 
and this whole universe of borders, customs controls and constant commercial 
comings and goings can be reproduced, step by step, on the chart papering one of 
the walls in the office of the minister of foreign trade. Each one of our 35 com- 
mercial offices abroad is properly marked thereon. 
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Pausing in his work, Ricardo Cabrisas has agreed to talk about the expansion of 
Cuba's foreign trade. Rather than an interview, the dialog with the minister 
takes on the shape of a long account in which facts and figures are complemented 
with the necessary definitions. 


[Question] What is our foreign trade based upon? 


[Answer] "In our country, foreign trade is an essential element of the relations 
of socialist production. It is a state monopoly and its planned nature determines 
the role it plays in the development of the national economy, as an indispensable 
complement to production, accumulation and consumption in the country. 


"But foreign trade does not merely play a passive, complementary role. The struc- 
ture of imports and exports and the amount of foreign trade are also results of 
taking advantage of the international division of labor and the attempt to increase 
the efficiency of the national economy through specialization in types of produc- 
tion that are much more profitable for the country, the replacement of imports and 
the concentration of imports on items and raw materials we do not possess and pro- 
ducts of more advanced technology. 


"The increase in our foreign trade is obvious. During the 1976-1980 period, it 
rose 9.8 percent and last year alone, it amounted to 8,525,800,000 pesos, 45 per- 
cent over the 1976 figure and six times the amount of all commercial trade in 
1959." : 


Judging by the information that the minister offers, without any possible doubt, 
Cuba today has a dynamic foreign trade sector that operates on planned, solid 
foundations. Our markets are becoming more diversified and we are gradually elin- 
inating the barriers of our internat limitations and the lack of products and 
equipment that we cannot manufacture. Our growing integration into socialist 
economies is a solid guarantee for the coordinated growth of commerce and develop- 
ment in general. 


Generally speaking, no country -- much less Cuba, with its open economy -- is 

free from the problems which the big capitalist nations impose on the course of 
commercial trade. The search for bigger profits, attempts to dominate through 
control over and marketing of natural resources and manufactured products are 
objective factors of the commercial policy of developed capitalist nations, and 
the unequal, anarchistic and spontaneous exchanges that they generate has not been 
successfully regulated, despite all the efforts made by international organiza- 
tions. 


Great Changes 


Over the last 20 years, changes in geographic distribution have had great influ- 
ence on Cuban foreign trade. In 1959, trade with capitalist countries represented 
99 percent of all our operations and of these, four-fifths were with the United 
States. And yet, last year, trade with the socialist camp made up 73 percent of 
the total amount. Markets are diversifying and today we trade with all the devel- 
oped capitalist nations except the United States. At the same time, our commercial 
relations are rapidly expanding with the so-called Third World countries. 
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We now have new types of exports, although sugar retains its supremacy as our basic 
product. While in the past, the majority of our imports included consumer goods, 
luxury items and a number of canned foods, over the past 5 years, machinery and 
equipment, fuels and lubricants have made up more and more of the total volume of 
imports. "Consequently, we are ensuring the country's agricultural and industrial 
advancement," I was told by Cabrisas, as his hands gave greater expressiveness 

to his arguments.

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The following question came after a pause in his remarks 
[Question] How is your balance of trade? 


[Answer] "The Cuban balance of trade has been affected by three basic factors: 
first of all, the accelerated growth in import needs, resulting from the improved 
standard of living and the investment program carried out by the Revolution. 


"Second, the development of our exports, which in many cases have been affected by 
the inefficiency of agricultural production -- which is subject to climatic fac- 
tors -- the long period of maturation required by certain investments aimed at 
creating exportable funds, and also, the blockade to which our country is subjectcd 
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by the United States. Third, we have the variations in sugar prices on the world 
market, which has created an instability in income from our exports, although to 
some extent, this is compensated for by the stable income from our sales of sugar 
and nickel to socialist countries at favorable prices. 


"In current prices, our trade balance has shown a deficit except for certain years 
when the price of sugar has made it possible to make up for our increasing imports, 
made worse by world inflation and the extraordinary rise in prices. Nevertheless, 
Cuban trade policy has been aimed at maintaining a balance making it possible to 
meet our financial commitments to the capitalist area. Despite campaigns waged 
against us, Cuba enjoys well-earned prestige thanks to the faithful fulfillment 

of its obligations. 


"With respect to the socialist area, there is generally a commercial deficit, 
mainly with the Soviet Union, as a result of the aid given to us in making major 
investments such as the program to develop the sugar industry, the energy infra- 
structure, roads and irrigation, and support in other important fields: nickel 
and oil refining, among others. These deficits are made up for through credits 


offered to us by the socialist countries, mainly the Soviet Union, with advantage- 
ous conditions." 


Trade With Socialist Countries 


"Commercial trade with the socialist countries will increase over the 1981-1985 
period over 30 percent, compared with the preceding 5-year period," Cabrisas told 
me. He then went on to enumerate the factors making that trade mutually favorable: 


Medium-range coordination of commercial plans and agreements: Medium-term planning 
of trade resulting from the coordination of the national economic plans of coun- 
tries belonging to CEMA creates stable conditions for mutual trade. It makes it 
possible to expand the list of products in a planned fashion and ensures that the 
countries will have their supplies, without being subject to the contingencies of 
the anarchistic capitalist market. 


Credit facilities: In order to finance the purchase of complete plants, these 
countries grant us "soft credits" -- that is, long-term payment periods at low 
interest rates, substantially under those governing international markets. 


Special price conditions: Correct and remunerative prices have been set for Cuban 
exports of sugar, nickel and citrus fruits, of a preferential nature in keeping with 
the decisions of the 30th CEMA session. Cuban imports are covered by a price for- 
mula making it possible to attenuate abrupt variations in prices on the world 
market. 


No deterioration in terms of trade: Our terms of trade remain proportionate to 
price increases for imports and exports. This is a very important factor, which 
is accompanied by the broad economic, financial and technical cooperation offered 
to us by the socialist camp.

Europe: Main Supplier 


Geographically speaking, most of our imports come from the European continent. 
Last year, we purchased 89 percent of our imported goods and products from that 
part of the world. 


Among the main suppliers in 1980 were: the USSR, the German Democratic Republic, 
Japan, Spain, France, Canada, the People's Republic of Chian, Czechoslovakia and 
the Federal Republic of Germany. 


Our imports are following a rising trend. Will they continue to do so in the 
future? 


The minister replied: "They should increase, although the guideline will be to 
obtain the greatest possible number of products now coming from markets in conver- 
tible currency, if they can supply them, which implies a continuous increase in 
trade with CEMA nations. In addition, we shall move toward the replacement of 
imports by national production. 


"During this 5-year period, one oc the main lines of work for foreign trade is to 
guarantee the importation of consumer goods and food products, as well as to 
achieve an increase in durable goods. We foresee an average annual increase in 
imports that will be lower than the overall growth in the economy (the latter is 


set at 5 percent annually). For exports, the trend will be toward greater volume, 
which will improve the country's trade balance." 


[Question] Can we speak of preferential markets for our exports? 


[Answer] "At the present time, the largest share of our exports goes to the so- 
cialist area. In 1980, the value exported to those countries rose to 68 percent of 
the total, although our trade, as we have said, has diversified greatly in recent: 
years. For example, the ten major importers of Cuban products last year were the 
USSR, Mexico, the German Democratic Republic, the People's Republic of China, 
Canada, Iraq, Japan, Bulgaria, Argentina and Czechoslovakia. 


"Prospects for Cuban exports are promising." 
[Question] In addition to traditional products, what do we export? 


[Answer] "Over the past 5 years, we have incorporated more than 100 new products 
into our exports, mainly as a result of the country's industrial development. In 
1980, these categories represented approximately 6 percent of the total exported 
value. That is low, but it is not a negligible figure because this is an activity 
that is just beginning and viewed in the proper perspective, it carries decisive 
weight, especially when,despite the control exercised by the transnational firms 
and the rigorous competition, our products are well accepted on the world market. 


"We are exporting certain industrial articles mainly to the developing countries: 


cement, textiles -- woven goods and ready-to-wear garments -- batteries, deter- 
gents, electric cables, pressure cookers, spare parts for the sugar industry, and 
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other products. This year, for example, we shall have some chlorine available. 
We intend to gradually introduce certain products in our trade with the socialist 
countries. The opening of these markets has a political meaning for us, since 

it is the result of the country's economic and industrial progress." 


[Question] Are we truly prepared to embark on the path of these exports? 


[Answer] "That is not an easy task, It requires the coordination of a large num- 
ber of factors and the market is demanding. There are many links in the chain. 
The success of exports is somewhat similar to what happens in a marriage: If 

the producer does not understand the problems of the exporter, it will be very 
difficult to try to adjust the features of his production to the interests de- 
manded by the market. In turn, if the exporter tries to market only what the 
customer asks for, without considering the limitations that industry might have, 
the product will not be sold, There has to be a complete identification of 
interests, 





"An export forum was held last year in order to seek out this necessary identifi- 
cation of producers and marketers. The results were very good and this year, we 
intend to have another one. We can follow this path to the extent that it is 
generally a question of products planned for in our developmert and that usually 
have exportable surpluses. 


"There is also another possibility: the circumstances existing on the market. 

That is where foreign trade must play an ever increasing role, especially with 
respect to the linking of industry to international markets. It is very likely 
that we shall have idle capacities in a given industry and that we shall be able 

to find customers interested in that type of production, while in turn ensuring 
that others will supply us with the raw materials needed to make that product which 
is in great demand on the market." 


Big World 


The policy of increasing our imports from the socialist area and replacing some 
of them through development of national production tends to reduce trade with 
capitalist countries in relative terms, but only proportionately, because the 
projected overall growth of our trade will mean that in absolute terms, it will 


also increase. 


To date, the basic lines of exports to those nations have been sugar, nickel, to- 
bacco, fish and seafood and cement. Imports include grain, medicines and pharma- 
ceutical raw materials, insecticides and weedkillers, textiles, machinery for 
different branches of industry, accessories for agricultural equipment and 
automotive transport vehicles, buses, and so on, 


The most important commercial transactions in this area have been in 1980 with 


Canada, Spain, France, Switzerland, the Federal Republic of Germany, the United 
Kingdom, Italy, Holland, Sweden, Belgium, Finland and Austria, in that order. 
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With respect to underdeveloped countries, our trade last year amounted to some 
748 million pesos, representing 9 percent of all trade. We export much more than 
we import and the operations included nations in Latin America, Africa and Asia. 


"In the trade structure with this group of countries -- with which trade is in 
convertible currency -- our growing ability to export industrial products is 
important,'’ Cabrisas specified, "as are our limited possibilities of importing 
the goods offered to us by those nations. 


"From the standpoint of our commercial policy," he added, "we are interesting in 
increasing trade between developing nations because the principle behind it fits 
in with the spirit of cooperation and mutual benefit: and a strengthening of the 

independence of nations vis-a-vis the monopoly exercised by capitalist companies 
on the markets of nearly all countries in the so-called Third World." 


Cuban Expansion: Work of Years 


It is not by any accident that one-third of the employees of the Ministry of For- 
eign Trade are young technicians. This rejuvenating trend is also part of the 
qualitative changes occurring in Cuban commercial expansion of recent years. 


"Since the beginning of the monopoly over foreign trade in~1961,"" the minister 
recalled, "one of the first steps taken was the creation of a school to train 
upper-level personnel. From that school, which is now the Institute of Foreign 
Trade, over 3,000 comrades have graduated. It is a requirement for all technical 
workers in the ministry to take the courses offered there. In addition, it trains 
intermediate-level personnel in foreign trade. These are students who have grad- 
uated from the basic secondary schools and who can thus continue their university 
studies." 


In addition to the technical instruction of personnel, ever more qualified, a sub- 
stantial portion of the ministry's workers remain in that activity, synonymous with 
experience. Figures confirm the fact: Some 37 percent have been in the sector 
over 37 years and another 29 percent have been there over 5. 


As I reviewed the statistics, Cabrisas smiled, euphoric and ev_n somewhat surprised 
by data and proportions which, although he was familiar with them, are encouraging 

every time they are reviewed and mentioned. "Over half of our workers are women," 

he pointed out, "and not only that: They also make up one-third of our managerial 

personnel: directors, deputy directors, department heads, specialists...." 


Along with the men, women are also finding a place for their work outside the 
country, in our main world markets, where the commercial offices are the agencies 
of all the activity as a great driving force. Since 1978 alone, seven new offices 
have been opened up: in Angola, Finland, Ecuador, Nicaragua, Iraq, Libya and 
Syria. The total number: 35, is considerable and not exaggerated. The minister 
explained the reasons: 


"In addition to the commercial offices, we also have representatives of government 


enterprises in some countries. This structure was imposed on us by the blockade 
since very often, even with money in hand, we could not solve the problem of 
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imports. Consequently, it was not only necessary, in many cases,.to sign a con- 
tract, but also, to have a man on the spot to oversee execution of the contract. 


"Basically, it was beginning in 1972-1973 that we began to have difficulties as the 
volume of our trade grew. We needed more personnel to carry out the administrative 
supervision of contracts, at the expense of their real function as representatives 
of enterprises: finding and guaranteeing the best options for trade. 


"Since that time, we have worked out the scheme of joint ventures or clearly Cuban 
firms occupied with exports and ‘imports. There are many advantages because in this 
way, many resources are rationalized. We appoint a good, competent director and for 
all operations, we use native traders of the host country who have naturally mastered 
the language and marketing channels. We have permanent, specialized personnel there. 


"Another factor is that international trade has gradually ceased being contained 
within borders, and while commercial offices operate by country, the firms are in- 
volved in the specific product markets." 


The story is a long one, sprinkled with anecdotes and obstacles overcome through 
great effort. The figures and data that tell of difficult times or origins of 

Cuban foreign trade must go back to the peace of the archives, but they remain alive 
in the personal memories of those who lived them, Time goes on, however; trade does 
not stop and perhaps some very important matter is awaiting the minister on his desk 
even now. For two hours, we had traveled a large part of the world and reviewed its 
events in an itinerary that had actually required two decades to be completed. 


What We Exported Last Year 


Raw and refined sugar, processed honey, natural alcohol, nickel oxide plus cobalt, 
nickel sinter plus cobalt, nickel sulfide plus cobalt, copper concentrate, refrac- 
tory chrome, bentonite, fresh and frozen fish, lobster, shrimp, canned fish, twisted 
and leaf tobacco, cigarettes, oranges, tangarines, grapefruit, lemons, pimentos, 
potatoes, fruit in syrup, fruit juices and nectars, fruit creams, concentrated fruit 
juices, ketchup, tomato juice, natural and artificial flavorings, forest seed, 
horses, fresh eggs, beeswax, bulk honey, bottled honey, yeast, coffee, processed 
tripe, caramel, cocoa butter, ground antlers and hoofs, bottled and bulk run, 

creams and cordials, artificial wood boards, grey cement, cut and bulk marble, 
glazed color tile, grooved tile, thermos bottles for artificial insemination, pres- 
sure cookers, aluminum household items, coffee pots, paper and cardboard by-products, 
by-products of other materials, human protective gear, electric wire and cable, 
stoves, refrigerators for home use, underwear, clothing and ready-to-wear, lLenequen 
cord, woven goods of cotton and mixed fibers, ambary (kenaf) bags, newsprint, deter- 
gent, egg trays, typical handicrafts, sporting goods, notebooks, plastic toys, dry 
batteries, radio receivers, corrugated steel bars, steel wire, scrap iron and other 
scrap metals, semi-trailers, tires and innertubes for transport vehicles, medicines, 
medicines for veterinary uses, pharmaceutical raw materials, ampoules, bottles, 
electrical equipment, fishing boats, film, television programs, machinery and equip- 
ment for the sugar industry, magnetic tapes, phonograph records, printed music, art 
plates and reproductions, books, magazines, newspapers, cultural items, postage 
stamps, machetes and knives, glycerine, carbide, and light cardboard for corrugated 
cardboard.

SPEECHES AT CANCUN SUMMIT REVIEWED 
French President Speaks 
PA231515 Paris AFP in Spanish 2206 GMT 22 Oct 81 


[Text] Cancun, Mexico, 22 Oct (AFP)--President Francois Mitterrand said today 
in Cancun in front of the other 21 chiefs of state and government attending 
the north-south conference that, to France "the most essential thing is to 
contribute to the unity of the world which is also ours, with the greatest 
respect to its differences." 


"We have come to this conference in Cancun with the intention to contribute 
to its success which will be assured if everybody here contributes with an 

open spirit and greater care in the definition of its methods," the French 

President added. 


Referring to methods, the French President asked three questions: What is the 
meaning of global negotiations? What is the definition of an energy program? 
Must we chose between the spontaneous development of trade and the organized 
expansion of aid? 


Regarding the first point Mitterrand said: "I want to say now, that I believe 
that nothing will be achieved if things are not brought completely out into the 
open. These include the needs of the south and north, the permanent structural 
factors as well as passing circumstances. However, he said that it would be 
unwise to attempt to multiply bureaucratic instruments and create new services 
before we have taken full advantage of the existing services, reforming them 

if necessary." [quotation marks as received] 


Regarding the energy program, the French President recalled that the World Bank 
had proposed five solutions: creation of an energy branch, financing, lines 

of credit, trusteeship fund and classic loans, all without excluding other 
measures. 


Mitterrand said that he would give his opinion on the matter, "if we accept 
that we are in agreements on the creation of such a program. Let us avoid 
restrictions on the extent and quantity, without limiting ourselves to a 
preestablished formula. This is our opinion on the matter." 
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Finally, considering the alternative of choosing between spontaneous develop- 
ment of trade and the organized expansion of aid, Mitterrand said: 


"Wouldn't it be better to work out an agreement so that we can replace an imposed 
relationship, between forces, which has brought no solutions, with an intelligent 
and organized approach?" 


The French President added: 'We shall achieve nothing unless we frankly consider 
the extremely precarious situation of the countries which produce raw materials. 
Some of these countries depend on the production of a single raw material and 

are subject to speculation and not to the laws of a free market. They are 

pushed here and there by the fluctuations in the exchange rates. Because of this 
situation they are unable to commit themselves in lasting codevelopment contracts. 
We believe that this is one of the main problems." 


Britain's Lord Carrington Comments

[Tetrt ] Cancun, Mexico, 22 Oct (CANA-REUTER)--Britain's Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington has said here that the world community had a moral obligation to close 
the gap between rich and poor. Speaking yesterday at a press conference, which 
foreign aid experts said marked a big step forward in Britain's commitment 

to Third World development, Lord Carrington declared: "We've got to redress 

the disparity between rich and poor." He was outlining Britain's position at 

the 22-nation north-south summit on world cooperation and development which 
opened here today. 


Lord Carrington said there were three reasons why the poverty gap must be closed-- 
"one, because it is morally right ... two, because it is in our interests ... 
three, because its necessary, because we are one world." He defended the record 
of Britain's conservative government which has been criticized by its partners 

in the industrialized world this year for cutting aid in the face of a domestic 
recession. He said that Britain was the fifth largest aid donor in the Organiza- 
tion for Bconomic Cooperation and Development (OECD), which groups the rich, 
northern hemisphere countries. 


Lord Carrington will act at the summit as chief adviser to Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher, a close ally of U.S. President Ronald Reagan on many foreign 
policy issues. He said today that Britain endorsed Mr Reagan's appeals for 
increased world trade to help Third World development. But he added that 
Britain still appreciated the necessity for direct foreign aid. "The British 
view is that it is essential for some of the poorest countries of the world. 
They have no other sources of borrowing," he said. 


Lord Carrington also expressed British backing for two proposals on which the 
White House has been lukewarm--the establishment of an energy affiliate of the 
World Bank to finance the Third World's energy resources and the concept of 
global negotiations within the United Nations on alleviating the plight of 

the poor "south." He said the non-oil producing Third World now had great 
difficulty in financing energy production, The Cancun summit would provide 

an opportunity for discussing ways of changing this situation and of defining 
the scope of global negotiations on energy and other topics.

Lord Carrington said Britain opposed pressures towards protectionism in world 
trade, but he added that it had to balance the benefits to the poor of cutting 
tariffs on imports with the need to protect its own recession-hit industry. 


Commenting on the absence of the Soviet Union from the summit, he said: "It is 
rather sad that one enormous bloc in the world is not concerned with what's 
happening in the developing world." The Soviet view that Third World poverty 
was the responsibility of the former colonial powers was wearing a bit thin, 

he said, British aid to the Third World amounted to more than the contribution 
of the entire Soviet bloc. 


Venezuela Urges UN Role

[Text] Cancun, Mexico, 23 Oct (AFP)--Official sources at this conference have 
reported that at the north-south summit Venezuela has proposed the strengthening 
and use of the United Nations as a forum for general negotiations on economic 
matters between the Third World and industrialized nations. 


This proposal was made in a document entitled "Problems of the Developing 
Countries From a General Point of View." The document was given to the 
delegates of the 8 industrialized countries and of the 13 Third World countries, 
meeting here since last Thursday to exchange points of view in an effort to 
create conditions favorable to the adoption of specific measures to pull the 
north-south dialogue out of stagnation. 


Venezuela cautioned the developing countries that general negotiations in the 
United Nations must be accompanied by a more broad and profound cooperation. 
This cooperation, in the opinion of the Government of Venezuela, will back 
efforts aimed at diminishing the vulnerability of the Third World countries in 
the international economic crisis, to establish better balanced relations among 
developing nations and to replace dependency with authentic interdependence. 


Venezuela believes that the problems of the least developed countries "are 
chronic and more serious because of the unfavorable evolution of the world's 
economy" and they require special solutions. 


The Venezuelan document states that the slow growth of the countries of the 
OECD of Europe, "has resulted in protectionism, and in the blocking of Third 
World markets that have been in the past a most dynamic, although uncertain 
and insufficient, source of growth." 


The document also states that the oil price increase has further aggravated the 
problems of the Third World countries that import crude oil and "depend on 
expanded markets in the industrialized countries and on the possibility of 

having access to them and to the aid and credit institutions of those countries." 


Venezuela believes that given the present world economic situation and that which 
will prevail in the foreseeable future, developing countries, to reach their 
objectives of long-term development, must increase their investments in the 
industrial sector, in food production and in replacing obsolete capital assets. 
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Venezuela also noted that the inability of the developing countries, especially 
those with a medium-level of income, to finance a balance of payments deficit, 
would result in a diminishing of purchases of manufactured products from the 
industrialized countries. 


Venezuela noted that maintaining the level of exports to the developing 
countries by increasing imports of resources, would contribute to the 
stabilization of a growing demand thus contributing to growth. 


The document states that to support the development of the world's productive 
base, the bases of the north-south economic relations must be changed. The 
document believes that changes and a restructuring in industrial production 
are necessary for a national evolution of the international division of work 
and the continued expansion of productivity. 





Venezuela believes that the energy problem is closeiy related to the inter- 
national financial and monetary situation and to the radical disparity that 
exists between the developed and the developing countries. 


In conclusion, the document states that in order to reach social and economic 
objectives, it is essential to establish an adequate and secure food supply 
in the world that should include fast production in the developing countries. 


The Venezuelan document states that general negotiations must be carried out 
in the United Nations, which must be strengthened as the most adequate 
forum for that purpose. 


Venezuelan President Speaks

[Text] Cancun (Mexico), 22 Oct (EFE)--Venezuelan President Luis Herrera Campins 
has said that he is in favor of a "comprehensive negotiations to build a more 
stable, harmonious, just, participatory world, that is, a world of peace." 


He made this statement during his speech at the first session of the inter- 
national cooperation and development (north-south) conference that began today 
in Cancun on the Mexican Caribbean. 


On another subject the Venezuelan chief of state defended the position of the 
OPEC whose actions, according to Herrera Campins, are directed toward creating 
stability in the world economy. 


Herrera Campins also spoke of the indebtedness "that burdens the developing 
countries, a problem that requires an urgent solution, not only for the developing 
countries but also for the well-being of the world economy.” 


Herrera Campins pointed out that, for many countries, debt servicing absorbs up 
to one-fourth of their income from foreign exchange to the detriment of their 
development plans. Therefore, any contribution toward easing the debt "is more 
important than any other contribution to world peace.” 
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The Venezuelan chief of state sais that he does not have very many expectations 
regarding the Cancun summit because the length of the meeting does not allow 
time to deal with all the problems. He added that the challenge to those 
attending this meeting is to take the first step toward a comprehensive 

and coordinated dialogue. 


The president concluded by pointing out strongly that Venezuela has been granting 
financial aid to many southern countries, aid equivalent to six or eight times 
the average disbursement of the developed countries. 


PRC Premier Addresses Sumnit

[Text] Cancun, Quintana Roo, 22 Oct (NOTIMEX)--Speaking at a plenary session 
of the north-south summit which is being held here, PRC Premier Zhou Ziyang 
said that it would be very difficult to ease tensions between the north and 
the south if the developed countries persist in maintaining unjust, unfair 
relations with developing countries and if cooperation is not based on a 
reorganized international economic order. 


He said that the world is now confronted with two major problems: first, to 
preserve peace; and secondly, to foster development. These two are inseparable, 
interrelated factors. He noted that should the meeting that began today result 
in a reorganization of the international system of economic cooperation, it would 
have made a basic contribution to promoting world peace. 


He noted that most developing countries are experiencing a serious financial 
crisis as a result of the external obstacles of all kinds they have to face. 

He said that oil exporting countries themselves face difficulties in implementing 
their industrialization programs due to monopolistic practices prevailing in the 
areas of technology, trade, and financing and to maneuvers on international 
markets. 


He added that most of these nations have been the victims of a long colonialist, 
imperialist domination which forced them into the present unjust, unfair system 
of international economic relations. 


The PRC premier also said that the developed countries have been enduring recesssion 
and inflation--which have a social impact on their domestic sectors--because the 
prosperity of the rich countries was based on the poverty of the poor countries. 


He proposed a plan designed to promote cooperation for development based on five 
principles which the assembly agreed to discuss later. First, he proposed that 
effective support be given to developing countries to reactivate their economies, 
to strengthen their independence, to promote their self-support [retroalimentacion] 
and that the present international economic order be reorganized taking into 
account the most urgent problems. 
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He also proposed that the developing countries adopt development strategies 
which are in keeping with their own realities, based on respect for their 
sovereignty and self-determination. Finally he expressed the need to maintain 
the growth of the world economy and to discuss and to start global negotiations 
within the United Nations as soon as possible.

[Text] Cancun, Mexico, 23 Oct (CANA-REUTER)--West Germany urged the United 
States and other industrial nations today to open global negotiations on 
economic problems with the Third World to avoid political tensions that could 
be exploited by the Soviet Union. West German Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher told the north-south summit that industrial nations must avoid letting 
East-West tensions spill over into north-south relations. 


He said developed and developing countries must agree to reform trade relations 
and avoid protectionism. The industrial countries had to help the Third World 
by reducing inflation and restoring growth in their own economies in order to 
be able to import more, he said. Both developed and developing nations had to 
join forces to end famine and the rich should help the poor to develop new 
energy resources instead of oil, he said. 


The scope for energy development is enormous, West Germany's Economic Cooperation 
Minister Rainer Offergeld told reporters. According to some estimates, African 
countries have only tapped 3 percent of potential hydroelectric resources, he said.

[Excerpts] Cancun, Quintana Roo, 23 Oct (NOTIMEX)--During the third plenary 
session of the north-south summit held today, the participating chiefs of state 
agreed in noting the need for establishing a system of cooperation among states 
to face up to the energy problems, summing up what had taken place this morning 
during the third plenary session, the spokesman for the copresidency, Mexican 
ambassador to France Horacio Flores De La Pena and patrimony secretary 

Jose Andres Oteyza, reported that the topics discussed were financing and energy. 


They explained that it had been agreed to create cooperation schemes which would 
help to lessen the impact that the payment of large sums of money for the purchase 
of petroleum has on developing countries having no hydrocarbons. 


They reported that the general opinion of the chiefs of state was that an attempt 
should be made to strengthen international monetary and financial institutions 
now in existence and to provide them with greater resources so that they may be 
able to optimize their operations. 
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The chiefs of state also opined that the high cost of financing is the culprit 
of world recession, both in rich and poor countries. Within the scope of 

this problem, it was noted as inadmissible the imposition of conditions of 
behavior on countries requesting loans, because it would constitute a transgres- 
sion of their sovereignty and would affect their economic, political and social 
structures. 


The majority of the chiefs of state agreed to examine the possibility of creating, 
within the framework of the World Bank, a subsidiary which would handle the 
financing for the purchase of energy by developing countries. 


JLP: Summit 'Highly Positive'

[Text] Cancun, Mexico, 24 Oct (EFE)--Because of its very nature, the inter- 
national meeting on cooperation for development was "highly positive,'’ Mexican 
President Jose Lopez Portillo commented here today. 


During an impromptu news conference held at Cancun's international airport, 
where he bade farewell to the "summit" attendents, the Mexican president 
said that the meeting had been "the resumption of something previously 
interrupted." 


"Communication between the industrialized and the developing countries" was 
established, he added. According to him, prior to the meeting, "there was no 
awareness that we have a common problem, a problem which had to be attended to 
by everyone." 


Lopez Portillo said that there were some who had expected that at the end of 

the Cancun meeting, "sandwiches" would be distributed "among all the hungry." 
He explained, however, that that is not the way to evaluate things. Instead, 

he noted, the existence of a general problem has been acknowledged in principle. 


By the end of the meeting, he added, "the groundwork has been laid and steps 
will be taken this year so that international negotiations"--to be held at the 
international organizations, specifically at the United Nations--"will begin to 
be revised." This "in itself" he felt, "constitutes a great victory." 


The president, who cosponsored and copresided over the Cancun meeting, admitted 
that the analysis of the international negotiations will take a long time. 

He also admitted that "the developing countries hold one position, while the 
United States and the developed countries hold another.” 


Lopez Portillo felt that, in any event, these are methodological and procedural 
problems for which "we fortunately found a very broad formula that unites the 


knot." 


Regarding the moral commitments that Mexico might acquire as seat of the con- 


ference, the president stressed: "When we called this meeting at which to express 
our political will." [sentence as printed] 
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However, he said that Mexico is willing to participate in global negotiations 
and to assume its responsibilities, particularly in the energy field. 


Regarding the energy field, Lopez Portillo said that Mexico, as an oil producing 
nation, is willing to abide by the discipline of rationalization entailed in 
the world energy plan by the parties which join this plan, [as received] 


He also said that Mexico promises to participate in all the commitments estab- 
lished in all the pertinent forums on food, financing of trade, energy and 
others. "Mexico," he noted, "is willing to do its share." 


On another topic, Lopez Portillo commented that the bilateral meetings he held 
with various chiefs of state who attended the "summit" were conducted to 
discuss matters specifically related to the north and the south. 


Lopez Portillo added that "the spirit of Cancun" was of conciliation and under- 
standing which resulted in a political will that will cause events to unfold." 


"This political will," he concluded, "what does it mean? What are we willing 
to do to solve this problem that has been identified? What are we willing to 
do? Through whom are we going to act? This is the spirit of Cancun and I am 
very pleased,"

GOVERNMENT SEEKS CLOSER TIES WITH CARIBBEAN

[Excerpts] Bridgetown, Barbados, 22 Oct (CANA)--Nicaragua is stepping up its ef- 
forts to forge closer ties with Caribbean community countries and might, i: the fu- 
ture give consideration to applying for status within the regional integration move- 
ment--CARICOM. 


According to the country's alternative permanent representative to the United Nations, 
Senor Alejandro Bendana Rodriguez, these efforts are in keeping with Nicaragua's 
international thrust as fashioned by its new foreign policy. 


Senor Bendana is now here on the third leg of a four-nation regional tour having 
already visited Guyana and Suriname. Today he moves on to Jamaica. 


Speaking to the CARIBBEAN NEWS AGENCY (CANA), the top Nicaraguan envoy said the main 
purpose of his trip was to communicate his government's desire to*come closer to 

the region and also to discuss the possibility of establishing diplomatic relations 
with Guyana, Suriname and Barbados. Nicaragua already has such relations with 
Jamaica. "Although we have talked together in the various international forums, 

we never had diplomatic relations with these countries," he said. "We also wish to 
learn more about the political and economic development of the countries in the 
region." 


Speaking on developments in strife-torn Central America where his homeland is lo- 
cated, Senor Bendana said the United States was seeking to give the impression 
internationally that the popular insurrections in Guatemala and particularly in 
El Salvador, were the result of "a great international communist conspiracy." 


He dismissed as "fabrication" allegations that his country was exporting its revolu- 
tion by delivering arms to the freedom fighters in the warring states. "What we 
have imported," he declared, "is the example of our revolution because when other 
neighboring peoples see the improvement in the conditions in Nicaragua, they want 
them also for themselves."' Senor Bendana said the only foreign involvement and 
interference in the area was coming from Washington in the form of arms shipments 
and military attaches to prop up and give advice to the beleaguered governments. 

He referred too to the recent joint military exercises between the United States and 
Honduras which his government had strongly condemned. 
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He went on to warn that if a peaceful and just solution was not found to end the 
conflict, there was a danger of the conflict escalating into a regional war, most 
likely involving the United States and Cuba. 


On the proposed elections to be held next year in El Salvador, Senor Bendana said 
present conditions in the country were not favorable for such an undertaking, noting 
that they could not be free and fair when people could be intimidated by guns. 


He expressed his government's solidarity with the people of Belize, another Central 
American neighbor, in their border dispute with Guatemala and declared that his coun- 
try was one of the most vociferous in the region during Belize's independence strug- 
gle. He said his government would contribute economically to the former British 
colony, if it were asked and were in a position to do so. 


"We repudiate and condemn all threats against that nation's independence," the 
Nicaraguan diplomat declared. He hoped that the conflict would be solved peacefully 
and amicably through bilateral discussions. "It is when countries don't show a 
willingness for dialogue that danger arises,'' Senor Bendana stressed, adding that this 
was his government's position on how all border disputes in the area should be re- 
solved. 


Speaking on the developments in his homeland following the revolution 2 years ago 
which toppled the dictatorial Anastasio Somoza regime, he said his government was 
making great strides in the areas of health, education and employment generation. 

But he said the greatest achievement of the revolution was the fact that the Sandi- 
nista government was able to survive after 2 years, despite beliefs in some circles 
that it would have collapsed and the open hostility towards it by the U.S. Government.

"LACK OF UNITY' SEEN IN U.S. AREA POLICY

[Text] One of the commitments made by Ronald Reagan before he was elected to the 
U.S. presidency was that his administration would speak with a single voice, espec- 
ially in connection with foreign policy matters. This promise constituted an impli- 
cit criticism of the Carter Administration, which was inclined to saying one thing 
from the White House and another from the State Department, thus creating confusion 
not only domestically but in the international arena as well. 


Nonetheless, the 8 months which have elapsed since Reagan's inauguration, have been 
characterized by a diversity of opinions, which show a notable lack of unity even 
though, from the very beginning, the administration issued an order forbidding 
public statements of any kind by members of the National Security Council. 


Even more recently, the State Department has stopped sending envoys to either open 
forums or conferences where topics such as that of the Salvadoran crisis are dis- 
cussed. Mainly, this ban seeks to prevent confrontations involving hostile situa- 
tions. In truth, this is not achieved in the practice. 


The different opinions, particularly in connection with the policy to be implemented 
in the Central American and Caribbean areas, have precipitated a number of questions. 
First of all, who is responsible for this policy? Second, is this policy outlined 
by Secretary of State Alexander Haig or by Thomas Enders, the State Department's 
Assistant Secretary of State for Latin American Affairs? Are these decisions made 
in the White House or in the Pentagon? Is there, in fact, a regional policy or is 
this policy geared individually toward each of the countries? Is this only a stand, 
whose specific implementation depends on the ideological persuasion of whomever is 
in the dominant position at a given moment? 


These questions emerge because, as we said earlier, it is often easy to detect 
various criteria under which U.S. officials--including, or particularly, those in 
high-level posts--explain their opinions. 


Although there is a common element, which in some way unifies the imperialist will 
against countries in the Central American and Caribbean areas, observers feel it 

is very important to establish the orientation, the criterion or the intentions 
behind the Yankee officials’ statements. This should be done in order to determine 
the exact direction of the empire's general policy. 
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Observers hold no illusions that some official might disapprove of this policy. A 
dichotomy is noticeable, however, since there is a certain irrationality, which 
makes it ditficult to understand the true intentions of the United States. In short, 
high-level U.S. politicians seem to be at odds over the policy they ought to imple- 
ment toward Central America and the Caribbean. This makes the empire all the more 
dangerous for our area.

When asked about the reason of his trip to Panama and Venezuela, Ramirez said that 
the Nicaraguan Diplomatic Mission held talks with President Aristides Royo and 
President Luis Herrera Campins with whom they analyzed the current situation in 
Central America and the solution to the Salvadoran problem as a main factor for 
detente in the region. They also talked to former President Carlos Andres Perez 
on the same subjects. 


We must be optimistic at this.moment and stop thinking that the peace proposal made 
by the Salvadoran revolutionaries will not be listened to, because the solution to 


the problem will be beneficial to the stability in the whole region, Ramirez con- 
cluded.

SOCIALIST COUNTRIES EXTEND LINES OF CREDIT 
PA150446 Managua Radio Sandino in Spanish 0300 GMT 14 Oct 81 


[Text] The Nicaraguan Government will shortly sign lines of credit agreements for 
the importation of goods, raw materials and industrial machinery totaling $60 
million. The credits will be granted by Hungary, Bulgaria and Czechoslovakia. 


A Czechoslovakia Government delegation arrived in Managua Friday to sign a $20 
million line of credit for industrial textiles and knitting machinery. According 
to reports, the machinery will arrive in Nicaragua by the end of this year and 
should be fully operational by 1983. These factories will employ some 400 to 500 
persons each. It was reported that the spinning mill will be capable of producing 
10 million pounds of yarn a year. Since Nicaragua is a cotton-producing country it 
will become an exporter instead of importer of this semi-processed raw material. 


Nicaragua buys 1.2 million pounds of yarn every year to supply its national textile 
industry. Sources say that each pound of yarn that Nicaragua buys abroad costs $2; 
in other words, we spend over $2 million to purchase 1.2 million pounds of yarn 
from abroad. 


The lines of credit obtained by Nicaragua from these countries will cover the cost 
of goods, raw materials and industrial machinery. The agreements will be very 
advantageous--payable in 1 or 2 years at 8 percent interest. 


It was explained that Hungary is granting credits for the importation of raw 
materials and goods for $5 million, “Sulgaria for $10 million and Czechoslovakia 
for $10 million. 


In addition to the lines of credit for machinery and equipment, Hungary and Bulgaria 
have agreed to each contribute $5 million and Czechoslovakia $10 million. 


The lines of credit granted for complete industrial plants, will be $10 million 
from Bulgaria and $20 million from Czechoslovakia. Czechoslovakia will provide 
spinning mills, hosiery factories, finished textiles and tubular knitting machines. 


These plants, the source added, will be constructed northwest of Managua near 
Tipitapa. The agreements also cover the introduction into the socialist community 
of Nicaraguan manufactured products. It was also learned that a reciprocal goods 
exchange between Nicaragua and the socialist countries will be implemented. The 
agreements also include technical-scientific cooperation in order to study the re- 
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organization of the industrial sector, the rationalization of various branches and 
the survey of industrial plants. 


In other words the existing manufacturing facilities, the integration of industrial 
systems, the technological level of workers and training of factory workers at 
home and abroad will be thoroughly studied. 


Hungary will assist in the industrialization of the chemico-pharmaceutical industry, 
Bulgaria in the chemico-plastics and metal-working industries, as well as small 
industries and Czechoslovakia in the textile and footwear industries.

ENVOY AT UNITED NATIONS REPLIES TO U.S. DELEGATE >

[Text] Revolutions aren't exported but are born and develop under the conditions 

of exploitation and injustice which exist in each country, Javier Chamorro Mora, 
Nicaraguan ambassador to the United Nations, has said in reply to the U.S. delegate's 
speech yesterday. 


U.S. delegate Kenneth Aldeman not only repeated the groundless charges that Nicaragua 
is exporting violence to Central America but in a frank interventionist attitude, 
gave opinions on the country's domestic situation, defending the former Somozist 
guardsmen who, he said, are suffering inhuman prison conditions. At the same time, 
he tried to show that his government has sought to establish a dialogue with 
Nicaragua and that they continue to have hopes about achieving this. 


The Nicaraguan diplomat replied, saying that delegate (Aldeman) was trying to dis- 
regard the times that Nicaragua has tried to establish this dialogue in a serious, 
honorable and high-level manner. Is it that in the scale of values of the current 
U.S. administration, dialogue means the search for the political and economic iso- 
lation of those countries which, like Nicaragua, want to be truly independent? Must 
we understand by dialogue the economic destabilization policies which include the 
use of food as a weapon of political pressure? Is it that by dialogue the Reagan 
Administration means to permit the training in the United States, specifically 
Florida, of counterrevolutionaries, most of whom were members of the criminal 
Somozist guard, a creation of previous U.S. administrations? Is it that dialogue 
means accusing our country of intervening in the domestic affairs of other states 

by permitting, according to the United States, the traffic of weapons to El Salvador 
as was charged in the so-called white paper which the U.S. press exhaustively re- 
futed? | 


The Nicaraguan official then referred to the irony of the U.S. delegation which 

asked who is threatened in Central America, trying to implicate Nicaragua in pos- 

sible invasions of its neighbors and sidestepping the subject of U.S. support of 

the Salvadoran Government. How is it possible that a country which is at war and - 
in which more than 20,000 people have been killed so far this year, is being armed 

to the teeth and being supplied with military adversers? How can it be said that 

this isn't intervention? How is it possible that in an explosive situation such 

as the one that exists in the region there is a renewal of the supply of weapons to 
Guatemala and Honduras with whom military maneuvers are carried out near our coasts 

and weapons are offered to Costa Rica, as the permanent U.S. representative to 
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this organization did and which led to an eloquent reply from President Rodrigo 
Carazo who said that wasn't the kind of aid that Costa Rica needed or wanted? 


Chamorro Mora added: How is it possible that, although they have the means and 
capacity to detect the alleged shipments of weapons from Nicaragua to El Salvador, 
with whom we don't have borders, the United States can't detect the Somozist bands 
which constantly enter from Honduran territory and which have killed more than 200 
Nicaraguans, including literacy workers, peasants, militiamen and members of our 
army? Is it that they don't want to or aren't interested in detecting them as they 
should if they really want peace in the area? Is it that they are encouraging them 
and arming them to prevent the consolidation of a government that they don't like 
because of the mere fact that it demands respect and just treatment in mutual re- 
lations? 


Chamorro Mora referred to the sudden concern of the United States about human rights 
and elections in Nicaragua, a concern that it never seriously had during the 45 
years of the Somozist dynasty which it sponsored. Nicaragua, faithful to its policy 
of nonintervention in the domestic affairs of other states will not comment on the 
situation of the minorities in the United States which are treated like second class 
citizens; or will we refer to the effects of the new administration's military build- 
up on the social programs, thus harming millions of U.S. workers; or will we speak 
of the practically military measures applied on the air traffic controllers, leaving 
thousands of citizens without jobs; and we will not speak of the undeclared war 
against the U.S. labor movement. 


Concluding his speech, the ambassador denied that Nicaragua is a factor of destabili- 
zation in Central America. He added that on the contrary, new factors of instability 
are being introduced in the area such as the hawk view maneuvers, while the Nicaraguan 
Government works for peace. Nicaragua, a country which has been historically ex- 
ploited by imperialism, is being forced to prepare for defense in the face of the 
constant aggression and threats of invasion, thus restraining our economic develop- 
ment efforts by diverting human resources to defend our sovereignty and territorial 
integrity which are now seriously threatened.

HENRY RUIZ TERMS NICARAGUAN SITUATION 'DELICATE'

[Text] Havana, 23 Oct (AFP)--The situation in Nicaragua is currently "delicate" 
and the government will fulfill its pluralist commitment to democratic expansion 
"only to the point where the revolutionary power is not endangered," Henry Ruiz, 
Nicaraguan Sandinist commander and planning minister, warned here. 


In an exclusive statement to AFP last night upon his arrival at Havana Airport, the 
FSLN directorate member announced that the Nicaraguan leaders know that "they seek 
to take us to the extreme level of provocation, to justify their plans a posteriori." 


He explained that he was speaking "of imperialism," whose anti-Sandinist plans are 


"objectively aiding the ultraleft and ultraright." 


He then referred to the arrest in Managua of several leaders of the Communist Party 
of Nicaragua and of the higher council of private enterprise, COSEP, whish includes 
important Nicaraguan industrial sectors. 


With their campaigns, both sectors, which are at the extreme limits of the political 
spectrum, have created "the danger of discrediting all branches of power in the 
country and give the impression of absolute destabilization," he said. 


"In this manner, they seek to favor the latest imperialist strategy, which is inter- 
vention," he charged. 


However, the Sandinist leader reiterated that his government "sincerely" wants to 
establish "serious and responsible, but respectable relations" with the United 
States, "because we are a free, sovereign and independent nation." 


"Tt is we who demand seriousness in a dialogue that can be conducive to such re- 
lations," he said. 


He indicated that in the opinion of Sandinism, the industrialists who are hostile 
to the government policy of development maintain "an attitude of incomprehension" 
and noted that this is "a deliberately benevolent understatement." 
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Upon reaching power we found ourselves without either internal or external resources 
with which to begin the revolutionary program of development, as we estimated that 
in the last 2 years of the anti-Somozist War the country lost $1.25 billion between 
the depletion of capital and the destruction of productive mechanisms, Commander 
Ruiz stated. 


We also found ourselves at the time with 250,000 unemployed, which was one-fourth 
of the economically active population of Nicaragua, he added. 


Despite this, we have been able to increase production to a level that meets the 
basic consumer demands at least, he stated. 


The existing industrial structure was basically one of processing, of industrial 
goods that were very costly, because merely to maintain them it was necessary to 
invest three to produce one, he noted. 


In addition, the economic crisis is not exclusively Nicaraguan; in truth, it is 
relatively less severe in Nicaragua that in other Central American countries, the 
Sandinist leader stated. 


According to IDB figures, the situation is far more dramatic in Costa Rica, Honduras 
and Guatemala, not to mention El Salvador. And the industrialists who oppose us 
obviously fail to understand all of this, he concluded. 


Ruiz, planning minister of the junta of the government of national reconstruction 
and FSLN directorate member, arrived in Havana accompanying the bodies of the two 


Cuban teachers, who were killed together with two Nicaraguans in whose house they 
were staying while conducting their literacy work in a rural mining region.

COMMANDER ARCE CRITICIZES COMMUNIST PARTY

At the same time that he accused the PCN of being "disloyal to the people's inter- 
ests," he analyzed the situation in Central America, which he termed as somber, 
characterized by "the United States refusal to support a political solution to the 
Salvadoran War."

The CAUS said in its publications that the Nicaraguan process "has taken a turn 
toward capitalism." 


The CAUS also accused the government of promoting a "bourgeois solution" to the 
current crisis by leading the Sandinist Revolution along the path of capitalist 
development, especially through direct private investments of Latin American and 
U.S. businessmen. 


According to the CAUS, this alleged distortion of the revolutionary process was 
advised by Thomas Enders, U.S. assistant secretary of state for Inter-American 
Affairs, during a recent visit to Managua. 


The CAUS said in its publications that "the state of economic and social emergency 
decreed by the Sandinist Government is aimed at guaranteeing to foreign investors 
the social peace necessary to favor their acitvities in Nicaragua."

PCD'S GUIDO ON NATIONAL PROBLEMS

[Text] Clemente Guido, political orientation secretary of the Democratic Conserva- 
tive Party [PCD], discussed different aspects of national problems on the "conser- 
vatism on the March" program broadcast every Sunday over radio Corporacion. 


in an interview granted to Jose Castillo Osejo, PCD coordinator and co-owner of 
radio Corporacion, Guido discussed the country's domestic and foreign policies. 


Maneuvers in the Caribbean 


Discussing international politics, Guido referred to the military maneuvers to be 
held in October in the Caribbean off the coast of Honduras by Honduran, U.S. and 
Venezuelan forces. He said: 


"There are several factors that must be analyzed in this respect. The first is the 
concept of sovereignty that other countries may have, and which we naturally have 
to respect." 


"Honduras is a sovereign country and, as such, can offer its territory for any type 
of maneuvers." 


"The United States is sovereign and has been conducting this type of operation in 
the Caribbean, Latin America, and in Europe. Therefore, these maneuvers are not 
surprising because the USSR conducts similar maneuvers in the areas it controls." 


"The USSR recently conducted such maneuvers near Poland, and said that more maneuvers 
will be held along the Polish border. However, no one in Nicaragua, neither the 
democratic nor the government parties criticized these maneuvers. I therefore 
believe that criticism should be bilateral." 


True Nonalignment 


Guido said, "In this respect, I want to express my opinion on bilaterality, which 
is the basis for being truly nonaligned and not opt for unilateral criticism." 


"Furthermore, the United States has said that it will conduct maneuvers, not only 
in Honduran areas but also in South America, which means that these operations will 
not be the only ones." 
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"Therefore, I believe that these maneuvers are not a threat to any nation, unless 
we claim that the Soviet maneuvers in Eastern Europe are also a threat to Poland or 
to any other country in the area." 


"If I were president, I would not allow any country to conduct maneuvers in our 
country, because this is my idea of sovereignty. However, we should leave it up 
to each person's sense of responsibility whether or not to criticize other coun- 
tries' or peoples' concept of sovereignty when they allow these maneuvers to take 
place." 


The Other Imperialism 


Guidi said, "I want to stress that in order to be truly nonaligned, we must maintain 
clear and definite positions. We must criticize both sides and not just one of the 
sides." 


"Tt is very common and fashionable here to criticize U.S. imperialism, to condemn 
it for tne Vietnam War, the invasion of Korea, or for this or that reason, but 
Soviet imperialism is not being criticized for invading Afghanistan. Neither is 

it being condemned for trying to exert pressure on Poland so that it won't make any 
changes, or to at least allow some strong sectors like Walesa's ‘solidarity’ move- 
ment to adopt the measures best suited for the people." 


"We must condemn both imperialisms and let's not have any talk about one of them 
not being imperialism." 


"They both tend to be the same." 
The CIA and the KGB 
Guidi discussed the CIA, which has been in the limelight lately. He said: 


"Something else that I have noticed and which is very singular is that here and in 
other countries in the area, everything that happens is blamed on the CIA." 


"Tt was even said that the CIA introduced the dengue fever virus into Cuba. This 
is absurd. How could the United States possibly dump virus on an island only 80 
to 90 miles away from their own mainland?" 


"How could the United States have done this, knowing that the virus might return 
like a boomerang to Miami, or any other area along the U.S. Atlantic Coast?" 

"This is completely absurd. It is ridiculous, as ridiculous as if we were to blame 
the KGB for everything that happens here and say that like the CIA, it is to blame 
for this or that, or for the democrats not having elections. It is like saying 
that the KGB is coming to kill the independent opposition leaders, or that the KGB 
is trying to kill people in other countries because they do not follow the Soviet 
line." 


Politics and Economy 


Guido made the following comments on politics and economy: 
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"The biggest mistake, or one of the many mistakes that the Nicaraguan Government 
has made is having tackled Nicaragua's problems from a strictly economic viewpoint." 


"According to the government, if the economy is saved, the whole country is saved. 
This line of thought might prevail if we were a nation of shopkeepers and indus- 
trialists, or if everything in this country depended on economy, but this is not 
the case." 


"In every nation in the world, not only in Nciaragua, there are two main factors 
that form the base of the tripod that allows surveyors to examine all areas. Two 
of these factors are the social and political, the other is economic." 


"The economic aspect is only one of the Tirpod's legs." 
The Health Area 
Clemente Guido said that the health situation is critical. 


"Providing health care for the people is the government's main duty, because if the 
government does not, health will continue to be a privilege for those who have money 
to pay for it." 


"In education there has been complete neglect in the area of what we could frankly 
call the formation of the youngsters from the viewpoint of professional education." 


"Therefore, the youngsters use most of their class time on political education and 
not in the basic formation of the student. Consequently, in the next generation 
we will have graduates who will be good sectarian politicians but very poor and bad 
professionals." 


"We know that the youngsters are even instructed to analyze the Spanish language in 
literary compositions, speeches or news which we as opponents make against the FSLN, 
but 80 percent of their professional education is neglected, which should be the 
real purpose of their studies." 


"They are also influenced to use as examples the speeches and proposals of the 
commanders which are published in the official papers, while the primary bases of 
every education are neglected." 


"Meanwhile, we have no textbooks because the bookstores cannot import them for lack 
of foreign currency. However, they are bringing in a series of cheap books from 
the Soviet Union, which in fact create a defined orientation in ideological educa- 
tion to try to raise the consciousness of the student." 


"It is also necessary that we once and for all begin to define the rules of the 
electoral game and to have a clearly defined election law." 


"Let it be said clearly what the process will be. If they want popular democracy, 


then let's have a political party law like they have in systems of people's 
democracy, but let's have something defined so we can play." 
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The Indecisions and Pressures 


We cannot continue with the indecisions, said Guido. When an independent political 
party wants to have a meeting, the mobs are sent against it and the CDS' hold demon- 
strations 3 or 4 days earlier to intimidate the people to stay away. 


"That is no way to govern." 


"Governing by force, governing by threats is no way to govern. This is only a way 
to increase social unrest in this country and to create discontent."

‘HAWK VIEW' INCONSISTENT WITH ENDERS VISIT

[Text] The recent visit made to, Nicaragua by Thomas Enders, assistant U.S. 
secretary of state for Inter-American Affairs, was considered here a reflection of 
an opening by the Ronald Reagan Administration in its relations with the Sandinist 
people's revolution in Nicaragua. However, acting Foreign Minister Victor Hugo 
Tinoco told Radio Sandino today that the hawk view military maneuvers by the armies 
of the United States and Honduras off the coast near Nicaragua detract from what 
was considered to be a first step toward the improvement of relations between the 
two countries.

[3egin recording] [Tinoco] We stated from the very beginning in various documents 
sent to the U.S. Government that those maneuvers were in direct contrast to the 
spirit that was being promoted through Mr Enders' visit to Nicaragua. 


Since the Reagan Administration came to power, Nicaragua noted the need for communi- 
cation with the U.S. administration. That administration flatly refused to establish 
high-level contacts. However, Enders' visit had been the first step that presaged 

an improvement of relations. The problems and our viewpoints regarding the Central 
American area were discussed in depth. The conditions that were created as a result 
of that dialogue were highly positive in comparison with the impasse that existed 
beforehand. 


Yet, only a few days after Mr Enders departed, we were informed of the risky maneu- 
vers which are obviously, if not a threat, at least a threatening warning from the 
United States to the Sandinist People's Revolution. These maneuvers, therefore, 
are at variance with the spirit that had begun to emerge from the talks. There is 
absolutely no consistency. A situation is being created in which, on one hand, the 
U.S. administration seeks to establish contacts with the Sandinist revolution and 
on the other hand, it is doing exactly the opposite. Obviously, this worries us. 
We have informed the U.S. administration of this concern.

CENTRAL BANK PRESIDENT URGES ECONOMIC AUSTERITY 
PA102156 Managua Radio Sandino in Spanish 1800 GMT 10 Oct 81 


[Text] According to the president of the Central Bank, it is necessary to reduce 
consumption and increase production in order to confront our current economic pro- 
blems. The huge burden that the foreign debt places on our economy can be confront- 
ed only by reducing consumption and determinedly increasing production. This is the 
conclusion reached from the detailed report on our country's foreign debt made yester- 
day by Alfredo Cesar, minister president of the Central Bank. 


According to Cesar, this year we will have to pay about $196 million in interest 
and amortization on our debts to international private banks. Of this amount, $148 
million is part of the debt inherited from Somozism. The remaining $48 million 
represents debts contracted by the revolutionary government. 


An idea of the burden that this debt places on our economy is given by the percent- 
age it represents as compared to Nicaraguan exports. The debt service to be paid 
this year amounts to approximately 40 percent of our exportable todal. When added 
to our oil purchases, 80 percent of our total sales abroad--which have been esti- 
mated at about $500 million--is consumed. It is clear that the only way to success- 
fully resolve this situation is to reduce our consumption of foreign products 
markedly and to decisively increase production in order to obtain greater revenue. 


As for the current shortage of currency for imports, Cesar indicated that this 
situation is closely connected with the country's current state of economic and 
social emergency. This means that the importation of those products that are not 
essential to the function of the national economy must be reduced as much as pos- 
sible. Efforts must be made to replace these imports with products manufactured 
here. He added that businessmen will have to adiust to the new situation and will 
have to dedicate themselves to the marketing of local products. Until now, many 
of them marketed only imports.

[Excerpts] Using phrases that we believed were limited to the arrogant manner in 
which the military usually refer to matters which their training prevents them from 
understanding or respecting, the minister of government and justice has referred to 
the "behavior of the social communications media," and "quite specifically to the 
newspaper LA PRENSA," accusing us of publishing false reports which could bring 
about ''the confusion that begets violence." 


It is unfortunate that Minister Ritter--who should be aware of the correct consti- 
tutional and legal meaning of freedom of speech because of his education and the 
post he holds--considers that this sacred right is subject to the "tolerance" of 
the rulers. This is not so. The current constitution, just like tie ones that 
preceded it, does not permit a priori controls on the freedom to express one's 
thoughts, nor does it empower the authorities to impose administrative penalties 
because of what Minister Ritter, or his government, might consider "false reports.” 
If such a thing were to occur, guilt could only be established after the fact, and 
only by due legal process. 


One cannot attempt to simulate the existence of a democratic opening if the govern- 
ment refuses to accept the limitations that democracy demands. Foremost among these 
limitations is freedom of the press. If respect for freedom of the press is as un- 
certain as Minister Ritter's words suggest, the exercise of the right to freedom of 
speech entails risks that are as dangerous as they are indefinite. Today, like 
yesterday, we are willing ‘to run these risks.

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[Arias Calderon] at approximately 1530 this afternoon, nine young men forced their 
way into the building. They were armed with iron bars, at least one of them carried 
a gun, another brass knuckle and another a machete.

(Chen 
Barria) was forced to face the wall and he was then hit on the head with the brass 
knuckles and started bleeding. The receptionist was also injured by a piece of 
glass when the front slass was broken. She will need medical care. I am trying 

to be as accurate in my description as I can be under the circumstances. 


| consider this en attack on the freedom of the press, on man's fundamental civic 
rights and on the human rights of the personnel working in this newspaper and who 
every day wage a struggle on behalf of the freedom of expression without fear in 
Panama. It is really hard to believe that such an act of violence could occur. 

But it has taken place only 2 days after the government minister publicly threatened 
the newspaper LA PRENSA on television.

but against a client and one of our workers, the receptionist. 


[Question] Could any of the attacks be identified? 


[Answer] We captured one of the attackers. We handed him over to a national guard 
partol unit. (Alfredo Jimenez), LA PRENSA assistant director, and chief editor 
Migadalia Fuentes, followed the patrol car to make sure that he was turned over to 
the police authorities. 


[Question] Do you have any idea or estimate on the amount of the damage caused by 
the attackers? 


[Answer] For the time being we are not worrying about this. Our main concern at 
this moment is to see that the persons injured received medical care, to denounce 
to the people this attack so that they can take the proper stance in defense of the 
freedom of the press. Later on, we will make a report on the damage caused to the 
property.

PRD Youth Claim Credit

[Text] Panama, 22 Oct (AFP)--A group of youths this afternoon broke into the build- 
ing of the Panamanian newspaper LA PRENSA, attacked its personnel and caused material 
damage estimated at several thousand dollars, according to the directors of the 
enterprise. 


Three newspaper employees were injured by slivers of glass during the attack and one 
of the attackers was arrested. 


The seven [as received] attackers ranged from 18 to 24 years of age, according to 
eyewitnesses. 


Minutes after the attack a signed communique was released by a yough group of the 
ruling Democratic Revolutionary Party (PRD) in which they claimed credit for the 
attack on the newspaper. 


The PRD youths assert in their note that this newspaper "nas been distorting and 
slandering the real political facts in the country," and also accuse it of "being 
at the service of the sell-outs of the country.” 


One of the newspaper directors, Carlos Gonzalez, termed the attack "cowardly" and 
said that it was because 'LA PRENSA publishes reports with the objectivity that 
Panamanians want." 


The attack on the newspaper, which is linked with the opposition groups, occurred 
only 48 hours after government and justice Minister Jorge Ritter criticized reports 
published by that newspaper, saying that they distort the true situation in the 
country. 


The newspaper LA PRENSA, which has a modern installation and equipment, began print- 
ing in August of last year.

President Royo's Statement

[Text] President Aristides Royo Sanchez this morning deplored the vandalism that 
occurred yesterday at the opposition newspaper, LA PRENSA, and termed the action 
of the popular support group [Grupo de Apoyo Popular--GRAPO], the so-called armed 
branch of the Democratic Revolutionary Party, PRD, a shameful act. 


Panamanians cannot be asked to remain neutral, the president said, in reference to 
publications that distort the truth. Royo, however, emphasized that no type of 
violence should be employed against any communications media, and that opposition 
papers can exist in Panama. 


Esteemed viewers, here is the statement made by the president of the republic on 
the much-commented incident that took place yesterday. 


[Begin recording] I will say that I sincerely deplore the fact that any kind of 
violence should have been employed against a newspaper. An English politician is 
known to have said to his opponent: I do not agree with anything you say, but lI 
would give half my life for your right to say it. [Quotation as heard] 


We feel that there must be an opposition paper in Panama to say all the things that 
need to be said, that freedom of expression must be respected and newspapers must be 
allowed to exercise that freedom of expression. Therefore, no type of violence 
should be used against a media. 


When we have felt certain that our honor was being attacked, we have turned to the 
legitimate means available to all citizens to demand their rights. We have filed, 
as all Panamanians know, a suit for slander against LA PRENSA. At present, there 
is a case pending against Carlos Ernesto Gonzalez de la Lastra, as the publisher 
of the newspaper. 


We believe that is what the law and the courts are for. One should not try to 
bring about his own justice. In this regard, we feel that the incidents yesterday 
were shameful, given the tranquillity, stability and domestic security that exists 
in the country. 
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We have reiterated on various occasions that violence begets violence. When we said 
in our speech on 11 October that there is a limit to patience, we meant that when 
journalism is practiced improperly and attacks the honor of individuals, it is 
necessary to turn to the proper avenues of redress: a judicial sentence by the 
courts. 


I would also like to state the following, because I cannot remain silent in the face 
of such actions. Independent of the acts which, I repeat must be condemned, it is 
also necessary to call attention, as I have done on various occasions, to the exer- 
cise of freedom of expression. We must state that it is a responsibility that should 
not be abused. I hope that this could also cause people to stop attacking the honor 
of people or the memory of the dead. Panama is a Latin American country, a religious, 
Catholic country in which the dead are traditionally respected. I do not think that 
I, or the newspapers that support this process, have ever been guilty of caricatures 
or positions directed against the dead of other parties. 


[Former] President Roberto F. Chiari died a few months ago and I do not believe you 
have seen any caricature by CHICO or PETROLON that constitutes an offense to the 
memory of that illustrious president, or against Max Del Valle or against any other 
president, despite the fact that they were members of parties that today are opposi- 
tion parties, or parties that oppose my government. 


I believe that the memories of people should be respected. Yesterday, I personally 
had to restrain some of General Torrijos' relatives, 2 days ago, that is, who wanted 
to take some action against the person who had published the caricature against the 
memory of a man who was a leader. Even if they opposed him politically, I do not 
believe there was any reason to offend his memory in this way. 


I have no personal ill feelings against Mr Wilfi [the caricaturist], despite the 
fact that on several occasions he has picked on my wife. On the contrary, ona 

couple of occasions I sent him a book of caricatures signed in my own hand, with 
a little card. In fact, he did not even believe that I had sent it, but I had. 

Let him irritate the living, but respect the dead. 


Over 10 years ago, a distinguished lawyer, a highly educated person who today also 
opposes my government, shot a newsman several times. That was also a deplorable 
action that should never be repeated. 


On the other hand, one cannot ask Panamanians to remain neutral. Some people have 
hot blood. I do not believe that either the PRD, or our government or myself as a 
president, a citizen or an individual, could promote acts of this kind. Let us hope, 
however, that also our journalists on both sides--those of the opposition as well as 
those of the government--will say everything that needs to be said, but that they 
will do so with respect and with dignity. 


[Question] Mr President, the communique in which the PRD takes responsibility for 
the vandalism that took place yesterday seemed to indicate that the par -y would con- 
tinue to take responsibility for any acts of this kind and that they might even 
continue to occur. What measures will the government take to try to keep the govern- 
ment party from repeating such acts? 
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[Answer] The actions yesterday definitely took everyone by surprise, but this is 
what the courts are for. I feel that precautions will have to be taken to see that 
acts of this kind are not repeated. However, I do not believe that the communique 
indicates that the PRD will continue to carry out activities of this kind. We 
truly hope that this does not happen again and t believe that the communique, as I 
read it this morning, states that those responsible were from a splinter group, a 
group that had disregarded the instructions or orders to refrain from activities of 
this kind. 


I do not believe that the PRD or any other party in this country should sponsor acts 
of violence. We also greatly deplored, for example, the acts of violence that were 
committed against the electoral tribunal. Whether they are actions by the opposi- 
tion against government offices or actions by parties that support the government 
against opposition establishments, such acts are deplorable and I believe they are 
repudiated by all Panamanians. 


Let us hope, on the other hand, that there will also be more reflection on the exer- 
cise of freedom of expression in this coun_ry, that there is caution regarding the 
memory of the dead and that there will be more respect for the dignity of individuals 
because, although the courts exist, on occasion a person may fly into a rage and do 
something that he may later regret, as would his friends and everyone in this 
country. These things must be avoided. We want peace in this country, peace in 

the hearts of all Panamanians and in the souls of all those who earn their daily 
living with the pen.

They destroyed glass windows and office 
equipment and injure. two persons; a member of the administrative personnel and the 
director of INCAE {Central American Institute of Business Administration], who 
happened to be in the building on an errand connected with his duties. A few hours 
later, the PRD [Democratic Revolutionary Party], the government's party, publicly 
claimed credit for this vandalic action which shames its material and intellectual 
perpetrators. With unprecedented shameless PRD Secretary General Gonzalez attri- 
buted the attack to "the rank and file," who were indignant over an alleged offense 
to the memory of their dead leaders. 


It is impossible, however, to believe those who committed this crime acted spon- 
taneously. The PRD communique seeks only one goal: to divert the attention of 
all conscientious Panamanians, who accuse those truly responsible morally and 
politically--none others than President Royo and Government and Justice Minister 
Ritter--toward crude instruments and coarse henchmen. As is already known, in his 
speech at the National Assembly of Corregimiento representatives, the president 
openly threatened those media which published news against his government's admin- 
istrative corruption. Against all evidence Royo unsuccessfully tried to deny the 
existence of such corruption. As if this were necessary, a few days later, the 
government and justice minister explained the scope and meaning of the president's 
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threats, specifically mentioning LA PRENSA in connection with the novel crime of 
having published a dispatch from one of the agencies to which we subscribe, a 
routine procedure for all newspapers in all civilized countries in the world. 
Afterward, the minister warned that "measures would be adopted," leaving the task 
of guessing what these measures would consist of to each person's imagination. 
The guesswork unexpectedly ended yesterday with the attack on our installations, 
thus giving his statement a sinister meaning. 


It might be good to point out that all the charges published in LA PRENSA have been 
backed by evidence that no official spokesman has been able to refute so far. Royo 
is not bothered by the corruption that has poisoned the entire public sector, but 

by the fact that the Panamanian citizens--who have every right to know--are told 

how the funds supplied in the form of taxes--which should revert to them in the form 
of investments for the country's development or for public services currently 

denied to them because of the corruption that prevails at all levels of the current 
administration--are being used. Ritter is concerned over the publication of a 
foreign paper's editorial, which denounces the training of guerrillas in our terri- 
tory. He did not worry, however, about the fact that the fatherland was being used 
as continental center for the profitable smuggling of weapons and war materiel aimed 
at stirring the fire of fratricidal struggles in fraternal countries. Nor was he 
worried over the fact that our country was being used--for similarly profitable 
purposes--as a base from which to arm and ship off guerrilla expeditions to Colombia. 


A lesson can be derived for our people from all these developments: the men who, 
rather than ruling Panama, are fleecing it, will not stop at any excess in order to 
satiate their unlimited greed for power and the illicit acquisition of wealth. In 
spite of all the threats, we will continue to denounce them.

[Text] [Question] At a coordination council meeting in Colon on Saturday, you said 
that Thursday's statement by U.S. Ambassador Ambler Moss was a violation of the 
neutrality treaty. What is the basis for your statement? 


[Answer] We were greatly surprised to see Ambassador Moss expressing an attitude we 
had never seen before, especially during the time of the Carter regime. We believe 
the neutrality treaty has been violated, because in our country one can't make the 
statement that they are going to eliminate the enemies of the United States and 

that they will take necessary measures. We believe that this implies a threat to 
other countries which cannot be made in our territory, if we have a neutrality 
treaty which places our country outside any provocation that may be interpreted as 

a hostile statement. 


We believe that if there is a war between the two powers, our country may be 
destroyed. Their military bases are still here, this endangers us and we must be 
very careful about statements made in our territory. 


Our country's sovereignty must be respected and we believe in the principle of 
respect for the country where a statement is made, regardless of who invites these 
declarations. 


[Question] Don't you think that this reaction tu Ambassador Moss' statement could 
be understood as a reaction which is ideologically opposed to what he said in his 
speech at the Rotary Club? 


[Answer] Well, I have already said it. The Moss we saw on television was a 
different person. We do not know what instructions he has received from President 
Reagan who has made hostile st. tement. He has made them and we don't know what 
instructions Ambassador Moss has received. However, we must say that we do not 
intend to have our country used for threatening anyone. We signed a neutrality 
pact which says that we are not aggressors and will never be. 


We respect the self-determination of peoples and we also want to be respected. 
The respect that we have for other countries will be the measure of the respect we 
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will demand, and the neutrality treaty, which many countries are signing must be 
respected. This is part of the Torrijos-Carter treaties and this is why we are 
concerned about this type of statement to an audience which invited him to make 
this type of statement. 


[Question] Do you think that what you consider a serious statement by Ambassador 
Moss will give rise to protests from some local organization? 


[Answer] I think that protests are being made. I think that many people do not 
realize the seriousness of it. As I said, we are a target. Why should we suffer a 
nuclear attack? We will not be asked if we are Panamanians. Forget about it. We 
are the target of any attack. We do not have nonaggression pacts with other 
countries. We have a neutrality pact in which we are respectful of other countries. 
All countries will pass through this canal which we will operate in the future. 


We will operate it fully in the future and we cannot have our territory used for 
making this type of statement. 


[Question] One last question. Don't you think that this Ambassador Moss' state- 
ment was an exercise in dialectics or rhetoric in relation to U.S. defense policy? 


[Answer] I don't know if this was an exercise in rhetoric. The law violating the 


canal agreements is not rhetoric and it is being violated. This is part of the 
Torrijos-Carter treaties.

[Text] In an editorial recently published by this newspaper we gave our opinion as 
to the probable cause of collapse of the north-south dialogue in Cancun, the beach 
resort in Mexico. As we predicted, the cause of its colapse would be nothing more 
than Mr Reagan's unwillingness to make what he regarded as concessions to the 
developing countries’ ideas. 


The truth is that later on, when news reports referred to the talks between the U.S.

PANAMENISTA LEADER WOUNDED BY GUARD CAPTAIN

[Text] Gaspar "Tot" Suarez, a well-known Panamenista political leader, was the 
victim of an attack by a National Guard captain, which did not result in more 
tragic incident due to Suarez' military training and presence of mind. 


Accompanied by Alonso "Bucho" Pinzon and three other friends, Suarez came to this 
paper to report the armed attack by an unidentified National Guard officer, who 
was accompanied by Nathaniel Castillo, a noncommissioned officer, who was driving 
the captain's automobile. 


According to Suarez, the incident took place at approximately 0100 Saturday in 
front of an entertainment spot at the Torremolinos Building. Prior to their 
arrival, the group had noticed that they were being followed by a blue automobile, 
"the same used by the frustrated assassin to make his escape," the Panamenista 
leader said. 


"We were talking with Lawyer Emilio Royo Linares when this man appeared, and with- 
out saying a word, pushed Linares aside and lunged at me, asking: Are you Toty 
Suarez, the (expletive deleted) Panamenista? I was surprised when he drew his 
regulation weapon and aimed it at my chest. 


"An instinctive reflex prompted me to push the gun aside, but he was able to fire 
twice wounding me in the right foot and in the left calf," Suarez said. He added 
that the officer remained in front of the vehicle about 10 more minutes aiming his 
sun and threatening the three persons in my group. Sargeant Castillo also drew his 
gun and posted himself behind the car of the "aggressive officer." 


"Later three patrol cars arrived and the occupants did not even bother to ask what 
was going on, probably because of the rank of the frustrated criminal. In fact, 
they escorted him,“helping him escape," Suarez noted. 


"IT publicly demand that the National Guard command conduct an investigation so that 
this man will be tried and punished as a frustrated criminal, because he constitutes 
a menace to the citizenry,’ Suarez said. 


"T do not want to believe that the attack was a result of my firm position as a 
Panamenista leader, but rather because this man, who is doing great harm to the 
National Guard, may have tried to adopt a stupid political stand due to his ignor- 
ance, Suarez added. 
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Mr ''Toty" Suarez assured this paper that he had refused to take care of his wounds 
until filing formal criminal charges against the ufficer. "We trust in the good 
judgment of the National Guard command and expect that this man will be discharged 
and placed in custody of the courts. It would be a good example for the people," 
he said. 


While still in our office, Suarez displayed two empty .38-cal shells, the right 
Shoe he was wearing when wounded and his wounded foot and calf. 


Panamanian Foreign Minister Jorge Illueca said this afternoon that it is anachron- 
istic that Panama does not have diplomatic relations with the USSR or the PRC.

However, 
for domestic reasons, it is logical that a step of this nature will not be taken 
without first consulting with the political and economic elements in Panama. I 
think we should think about this. I personally think, as President Royo said, that 
this is not an igsue which should be decided hastily. This, of course, must be 
taken into account, but I don't think it would be an obstacle if the opportunity 
presented itself and if the other candidates do not get enough votes. 


Panama is not going to push the point and it has not presented a candidate. Panama 
is a member of the security council. Panama has been calling for a Latin American 
role in the election of the secretary general and for the election of a third world 
men. We think that Salim will have the support of the nonaligned countries and 

logically the support of many Latin American countries. Including Panama, however, 
if Salim is not elected and neither is Waldheim [changes thought]...regarding Wald-

by the Sandinist Government. Has there been some request by the concept? 


[Answer] This morning I had the opportunity of talking with Nicaraguan Foreign 
Minister Miguel D'Fscoto. It was not regarding that matter but in regard to an 
FAO election to beheld in Rome. During the discussion on that problem I had the 
opportunity of talking with him about those arrested and the reasons for their 
arrest. 
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Foreign Minister D'Escoto told me that six members of the higher Council of Private 
Enterprise [COSEP] and 24 members of the Communist Party, including the national 
directorate, had been arrested. He said that these people were accused of violating 
a law they call an economic security law. The Nicaraguan foreign minister told me 
that these people are accused of making false statements to harm the country's 
economic recovery process and of undertaking illegal efforts to stage a national 
strike. He said that the government thought that these types of actions were un- 
acceptable in the state of emergency that exists in Nicaragua. 


I asked him whether these people were going to be turned over to the courts and what 
authorities were going to try them. He said they were going to be turned over to 
the ordinary courts for their trial. He said that there is a 1977 law which estab- 
lishes a penalty of about 3 years but that there is a more recent law which estab- 
lishes sentences of less than 1 year. However, he said that it was up to the courts 
to decide if these people were guilty of the charges. 


[| told the president of the republic about these things. President Royo's reaction 
as | have said before is well known in this regard. The Panamanian Government's 
policy is one of not only respecting but defending the right of self-determination 
of peoples, including those of Nicaragua, to have the government they desire. At 
the same time, Panama has always expressed its interest in the respect of basic 
human rights. 


However, 
President Royo's position in these affairs is very clear. Although Panama maintains

The plant has not only helped solve the problem of high cost of medicines by market- 
ing antibiotics without middlemen but has also helped the Cuban Government and people 
meet the demand for this type of medicine which is widely used.

[in Panama] because the delay in its establishment is to the detriment of thousands 
of consumers and mars the government's progressive image. 


The working tour headed by Melo is near conclusion. Efforts have been centered on 
learning about the operation of industries like the fishing, the construction of 
medium-sized boats for use in small-scale fishing, fruit processing and especially 
Cuba's experience in mining. 


Melo also showed interest in the salt industry. Regarding this last topic, a dele- 
gation of Panamanians specialized in mining, and most particularly in copper, will 
leave for Havana in the next few days to visit the nickel and copper mining areas. 
Even though copper is extracted in Cuba at great depths and therefore with a 
different technology from that used in Cerro, Colorado, Melo believes that it would 
be advisable to establish a sort of consulting service with Cuban experts in order 
to obtain information on this business, which is just beginning in Panama

[Text] [Question] Much to our surprise, we read in today's press that Panama will 
import bananas from Cuba. Could you expand on this report? 


[Answer] This news item is not only mistaken, but is completely absurd. I think 
that it serves to clearly illustrate the need to insure that the press publishes 
true reports and not falsehoods such as this. This would help to avoid problems 
such as we have recently had. 


(he truth is that Panama cannot import bananas from Cuba. Because Cuba has no 
bananas to export and because we in fact produce bananas for export. However, when 
we do this we discard secondclass fruit, because we export only firstclass fruit. 
The utilization of this secondclass fruit was what we discussed in Cuba. We spoke 
about finding ways to use this secondclass fruit. They have a process by which they 
produce juice, nectars and baby food. We discussed the possibility of making a 
feasibility study on the use of secondclass fruit to produce processed banana 
products, to supply our own country first place and then for export to Cuba and 
other countries. 


(hus the news item in today's press is completely false and is in fact the opposite 
of the truth. We hope that this trip to Cuba will not cause the publication of 
false reports, that information will be analyzed objectively and that it will be 


amply published and discussed, but only within the realm of truth. 

We made a trip to Cuba. I went as minister of commerce and industry on a trip that 
‘is similar to other trips to Venezuela, Mexico and Costa Rica. W*¥'have gone on 
official missions to Japan and the Chinese Republic--the Cuban trip is similar to 
ill of the others; we accepted an invitation from the Cuban Government. Just as we 
have accepted invitations from other governments and as we will continue to accept 


ill serious invitations that will serve to promote trade with other countries. 
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[Question] Mr Minister, when you left for Cuba the National Council of Private 
Enterprise |[CONEP] issued a communique about your trip. This communique was 
especially harsh. What can you tell us about it? 


[Answer] Well, this communique was apparently similar to the news item in today's 
La Prensa. It lacks veracity and objectivity. In ‘ition, it was issued without 
sufficient knowledge, stating an opinion without knowledge of what is being done and 
what can be done. I would like to have the opportunity for dialogue. We believe 
that we, as a sovereign nation, should have relations with all of the world's 
countries--any country that can buy from us and from whom we can buy.

[Answer] This is another lie. The truth is to the contrary. There will not be a 
Cuban penetration in Chiriqui as a result of my visit, there will be a Panamanian 
presence in Cuba. Panamanians will go to Cuba to study stripmining as practiced in 
Cuban nickel mines, which are similar to the one we are planning to dig in Cerro, 
Colorado. We want to take advantage of this opportunity to study the ecological 
implications of stripmining under tropical conditions, which exist in both Cuba and 
Panama.

EDITORIAL FEARS ECONOMIC EFFECTS OF U.S. DEFENSE BUILDUP

[|Editorial: "The Dissuasive Nuclear Force"] 


|Text] The announcement made by U.S. President Ronald Reagan regarding the 
largest nuclear modernization plan ever implemented, which will become the 
"most stable and secure dissuasive force" against what Reagan termed the 
Soviet "nuclear extortion" will undoubtedly cause great concern throughout 
the world. The gigantic project, which will cost the astronomic sum of 
$180 billion (approximately 81 trillion soles), obviously is the logical 
answer to close the U.S. "window of strategic vulnerability" in view of 

the speedy growth of the communist empire's war potential. Reagan has 
sustained that "the project is balanced and has been thoroughly analyzed 

in order to strengthen our hope for peace and freedom, which is threatened 
at present.'' This phrase evokes Foster Dulles' pathetic proposal to defend 
peace: "To go to the brink of war." 


With concern we see in our future a panorama threatened with outbreaks of war 
of vast proportions, of a disturbance of the horizon which for a long time 
has barely been altered by local conflicts. This is the only explanation of 
the war preparations being carried out by the two colossuses, although they 
are at the expense of postponing solutions to the problems of food, health 
and education of their suffering peoples and of cutting down the resources 
destined for aiding the poor countries. 


[t is no secret that projects of this nature force the states which are involved 
in them to mark enormous sums of money to support the military establishment, 
thus distorting the behaviour of the international economic structure by eroding 
the budgets, making changes in the industrial programs and adding to the market 

a new regulator of trade, Naturally, the most affected by these changes are 

the poor countries because the relationship which they maintain with the leading 
economies becomes more crucial and it subjects them to new regulations both as 
sellers of raw material and as buyers of manufactured goods. The prevailing 
international economic order, as has been pointed out, is characterized by a two- 
yay exaction. On one hand, greater limitations on the introduction of our products 
into the industrialized market at lower prices decrease our income. On the other 
hand, our expenditures speedily increase by acquiring, at high prices, the 
manufacturing equipment we require to maintain the productive apparatus. 
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Other depressing factors add to these injustices. For a start, the poor 
countries were warned during the meeting of the International Monetary Fund 
and the World Bank that the rich countries have decided to be more restrictive 
with tinancial aid. Therefore, we should understand, probably with excessive 
sensitivity, that the worldwide chronic inflation problems, the high interest 
rates and unemployment are not the only decisive factors causing this. Also, 
the requirements to maintain the fabulous defense programs such as that which 
President Reagan has announced to a large extent will be to blame for this. 
We will not be able to rely on a better treatment than that at present--quite 
unfair and unjust--as iong as the two greatest world powers, and those which 
follow their respective paths, have the excuse of their increasing defense 


"budgets. 


However, we cherish the hope that eventually it will be understood that the 
main strategic aspect lies within what has been called the defense of the 
internal borders, since the most effective dissuasive arm against the communist 
threat and the interference of the Soviet Union within the free world, is that 
the people should have peace and that their needs be attended to properly. The 
communists' war plans will thus meet the flat answer of the peoples who love 
treedom,. Poland is a good example.

CONGRESSMEN ACCUSED OF INTERFERING WITH COURTS

[Excerpts] Two deputies and one senator from the minority blocs have been 
involved in a case of putting pressure on and interfering with the activities 
of three members of the Huancayo Supreme Court, according to the extensive 
report that the justice minister submitted last Thursday to the Chanber 

ot Deputies. According to the documentation submitted by the Supreme Court 
judges, the incident took place on 7 September when Congressmen Hugo Blanco 
[Popular Student, Peasant and Worker Front]; Alejandro Olivera [Peruvian 
Communist Party] and Edmundo Murrugarra headed a demonstration that ended up 
at the premises of the court with the intention of forcing the release of a 
person who had been arrested for alleged participation in terrorist actions 
and of other people who are involved in a homicide case. 


As is known, the right to inform has no type of limitation and it is exercised 
through congressional initiative--such as on this occasion--or through 
ministerial initiative. In addition, the justice minister has indicated that 
the testimony of the court's members is already in the hands of the attorney 
general. The justice minister has only informed the Chamber of Deputies 

of a series of events that are closely linked to his ministry and that, in 
conclusion, must be studied by the deputies to decide whether a special 
investigation is needed to clarify their seriousness. 


Within this framework a special committee of five deputies is created, which, 
after listening to their fellow members, hands down a decision. This decision 
is then debated by the chamber and a resolution is handed down as to whether 

an accusation will be made. If the answer is yes, Article 183 of the 
constitution is then applied; thus the Chamber of Deputies formally accuses the 
congressmen before the Senate. In its turn, the Senate has to state whether 
there is cause for a case, if so, the accused have their rights suspended and 
they are subject to trial, in accordance with Article 184 of the Constitution.

[Text] The U.S. Government is about to put a large volume of its strategic 
silver reserves (about 105 million ounces in the next 3 years) on the market. 
this decision will inflict a harsh blow to the economies of Peru, Mexico 

and Canada, the main silver-producing countries. Moreover, these countries 
are already faced with fall in silver prices. An important New York newspaper 
has stated: "It seems that Mexico, Peru and Canada will have to pay for 

their friendship with the United States." 


Through a law the U.S. Congress has authorized the sale of this large silver 

stock. The claims submitted at the proper time by the silver-producing countries-- 
mainly by Peru--led the U.S. Congress to establish that it will be up to the

STUDENT DIES AS CONSEQUENCE OF CLASH; OTHER ATTACKS REPORTED

[Text] Lima, 25 Oct (AFP)--It was disclosed in this capital today that yesterday 
a university student died in Cusco, southeastern Peru, as a consequence of a clash 
with police forces while other outbreaks of violence were registered in various 
areas of the country. 


Antonio Ayerbe Flores, 19-year-old university student, died yesterday in a hospital 
in Cusco, 1,000 km southeast of Lima, 5-hours after having been arrested by the 
police due to serious riots which started 3 days ago to protest the increase of the 
public transit fares. 


[The students, who yesterday returned to the streets to continue their protest 
charged that the police were responsible for the death of their university colleague 
who, according to the autopsy, died due to brain damage and multiple bruises. 


As a result of these events Luis Rosasco, prefect of the department (political 
authority), resigned his post while the students yesterday stoned vehicles in the 
downtown area demanding the body of their classmate which was not handed over by 


the police. R 


In this same city an unidentified group hurled a dynamite stick against the home of 
the parents of governing-party Deputy Gilberto Muniz caus ig significant damage to 
the house building. 


Meanwhile, vesterday, Saturday, a group of presumed terrorists tried to dynamite 
the antenna of a radio station in Huancayo, 311 km due east but their attempt was 
frustrated due to the timely intervention of guards on duty. 


It was also disclosed that dynamite attacks were carried out in the Oroya and 
Morococha mining centers against a store and private house respectively causing 


minor damage. 


It was reported from Iquitos, Amazonia, that two students were arrested on suspicion 
of trying to kill Peruvian President Fernando Belaunde who yesterday travelled to 
the Selva accompanied by a large group of people. 

[he arrested persons, identified as 24-year-old Alberto Hugo Torres and Alberto 


Vasquez, were caught carrying a modern German-made submachinegun and great quanti- 
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ties of ammunition, precisely on the highway which the president was going to take. 
They were hidden among the bushes by the Ucayali River, near Pucallpa. 


Upon return from his trip the chief of state reiterated that he condemned terrorism 
and stated that those who light the fuse without caring who will be the victim of 


the explosion are cowards. 


It was reported in the city of Pucallpa that a few hours before President Belaunde's 
arrival a dynamite stick exploded in the local airport without causing any damage 
but that as a consequence a great number of policemen were mobilized.

GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS REPORTEDLY INVOLVED IN SCANDALS 
PY221632 Paris AFP in Spanish 2026 GMT 21 Oct 81 


[Text] Lima, 21 Oct (AFP)--Javier Arias Stella, Peruvian foreign minister and 
secretary general of the government party Popular Action [AP], has stated that all 
those who are found guilty of a number of financial scandals in the state sector 
will be rigorously punished. 


Since the defrauding actions are estimated at billions of soles, the appropriate 
investigations--involving members of the government party--are being carried out by 
congress and the judicial branch. 


One of the main scandals has to do with the purchase--reportedly over-rated--of a 
number of shares of the pharmaceutical concern Sanita of this capital using the 
fishermen's social security funds. The transaction, carried out toward the end of 
July 1981, was made for 1,372,000,000 soles ($2,765,000), to which several millions 
more were added for the purchase of the remaining shares. 


The persons involved, mostly leaders of the government party, have been detained, 
but congress is also investigating the possible participation of a government 
senator in that operation. The judicial branch has filed suit against other 
officials from the economy ministry public credit department board on charges of 
fraud which, according to some reports, amounts to 4 billion soles ($8,695,000) 
and according to other reports, 63 million soles ($137,000). 


Two of the persons involved--one is still at large--have stated that the modus 
operandi was very simple: upon receiving the foreign debt and public credit 
checks, they okayed them and passed them on to an accomplice who cashed them. 


Congress is also investigating a number of irregularities in the social security 
sector, while the judicial branch is investigating one of them: the sale of [word 
indistinct] large amount of scrap iron among which there was a large number of 
automobiles and refrigerators that were in good condition. 


The congressional committee is also investigating the purchase by the social security 
system of glass and aluminium for many millions of soles and also the purchase of 
two buildings and the construction of a housing project. 
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The purchase of uniforms, helmets and other implements at extermely high prices by 
the Lima prisons board, whose officials have reportedly received important donations 
for such operations, is also under investigation. 


Finally, congressional committees have been designated to investigate complaints 
about huge embezzlements in decentralized organizations from the interior, while a 
judicial investigation about a contract signed between the previous regime and the 
Italian firm Svires is about to conclude. The contract provides for the construction 
of hospitals, which were not built, although $40 million [figure as received] has 


been paid.
